He said the problems of the state would be solved by talking to the people or 
Kashmir. ‘There is no question of talking to anybody else on it,” he added. 

Singh, returning from Namibian independence celebrations, told r e p orter s 
aboard hi saircraft yesterday that Pakistan was using its media to incite people in 
the Kashmir valley, the Press Trust of India said. : 

“These are not gestures that could help form the.basis of friendship. We have 
exercisedalorof restraint- We have kept ourchanDels of comm unication open,” 
he said. - 

Kashmir dominated Singh's discussions with other leaders in ihe-Namibian 
capital, Windhoek. Hie said the United States had exercised pressure on 
Pakistan preventing it from launching a “misadventure”. 

- Asked about Singh's comments, a US cfiplomatic source said: “Washington 
has been in touch with both India and Pakistan and we urge that a dialogue begin 
at earliest possible time.” 

Singh said the current atmosphere was not conducive to a meeting with 
Pakistan Prime Minister Benazir Bhutto. 

“We can have bilateral talks with Pakistan but for summit level the atmos- 
phere has to be created. Certainly it has to be different from the present 
(atmosphere)," he added. . 

Kashmir has become the biggest poCrial headache of Singh's 1 6- week-old 
government. 

Normal life has been virtually paralysed in the Kashmir valley where a curfew 
has been in force since mid-January. -

Pakistan opposition 
boycotts Assembly 


ISLAMABAD. March 23. (AF): 
Opposition politicians boycot- 
ted the opening session of the 
federal legislature yesterday, 
charging a legal technicality had 
severed Prime Minister Benazir 
Bhutto's claim to power. 

Members of Benazir's party 
suggested the opposition go to 
court. 

Only eight lawmakers took 
their seats on the opposition 
bench and demanded that Ben- 
azir face re-election among the 
members of the National Assem- 
bly. the law-making house of 
Pakistan's Parliament. 

"We regret we cannot par- 
ticipate (in- this session)." said 
Abida Hussein, an influential 
member of the 16-mainJy right- 
wing pasties that make up the 
alliance known as the combined 
opposition parties. 

The opposition's demand cen- 
tres around a clause in Pakistan’s 
constitution that empowered the 
president to appoint the prime 




minister. That clause expired last 
Tuesday, and opposition leaders 
contend Benazir must be re-elec- 
ted by secret ballot in the 237- 
member assembly. 

Pakistan's media was convin- 
ced that Benazir would volun- 
tarily seek a vote of confidence, 
but Information Minister 
Ahmad Saeed Awan said in an 
interview the government would 
not fall into any opposition trap. 

“We have the majority and 
this provision does not apply to 
us, so we do not want to come to 
the field," he said. 

Opposition leader Ghulam 
Mustafa Jatoi, announcing a 
boycott of the day's proceedings, 
earlier accused the government 
of trying to undermine public 
rallies the opposition had plan- 
ned for Pakistan Day. 

“We believe she is no longer 
the prime minister. She has no 
power to convene the house so 
any session would be illegal,” 
said Sha ukat Abassi.

Saudis, Oman demarcate borders 


RIYADH, March 23, (UP1): Saudi Arabia and 
Oman on Wednesday demarcated their joint 
border, Riyadh radio reported. 

Saudi King Fahd and Sultan Qaboos of 
Oman signed the agreement in Hafer AI Batin, 
located north east of Saudi Arabia, the radio 
said. 

The agreement "provides for identifying pas- 
ture areas and regulating the movement of 
individuals on the basis of equity, mutual 
interest and the sovereignty of each country.” it 
said. 

The demarcation agreement, reached bet- 
ween Fahd and Qaboos last December when the 


two met in Omani capital of Muscat, “would 
further strengthen the brotherly ties between 
Oman and Saudi Arabia," Riyadh radio quoted 
Qaboos as saying. 

The agreement is based on “the line declared 
between the two countries.” the radio said but 
gave no further details. 

"It is a historic day," Qaboos said. “History 
will no doubt remember this day.” 

For Ms part, Fahd described the accord as 
"an historic occasion." 

Saudi Arabia and Oman are members of the 
six-nation Gulf Co-operation Council (GCC) 
born in 1981. 


"The GCC was formed as a protective reac- 
tion to the Iran-Iraq war. Now it's over, the 
danger is that the need to cooperate will not be 
there as strongly.” said one GCC official. 

A ceasefire came into force between Iraq and 
Iran in August 19S8. During the war the Gulf 
states — Bahrain. Kuwait. Oman, Saudi 
Arabia. Qatar, and the United Arab Emirates 
— backed Iraq and maintained varying degrees 
of relations with Iran a few minutes flying time 
across the Gulf.

England seat of Mid-Staffordshire 
meant people were toning to a reborn 
Labonr Party. 

Heal, a social worker, more than 
doubled the party's vote share to wm 
49 percent of the vote and a 9,449- vote 
majority in Mid-Staffordshire. 

The CoaservatiTes' Charles Prior 
got 33 percent and the centrist Social 
and Liberal Democratic Party can- 
didate, lawyer Tbn Joaes, LI percent. 
The rest or the vote-was scattered 
among the Greens, a splinter centrist 
party and-fringe candidates. 

Conservative spoke awwji dismissed 
Labour’s victory, its best at a by-dec- 
tion in more than half a century, as a 
protest vote against napnpalir econ- 
omic policies.

MANILA, March 23, (Reuter): Philippine President Cora 2 on Aquino yester- 
day rejected an offer by former first lady Imelda Marcos to hand overpart of her 
late husband’s fortune, saying she doubted the proposal was serious or sincere. 

“The Filipino people want the money that (former president Ferdinand) 
Marcos stole returned to them directly, and without onerous conditions,” 
Aquino said in a press statement. 

Imelda. on trial in New York on fraud charges, had said in a letter to US 
President George Bush she would turn over part of her husband’s assets to a 
committee or neutral nations for distribution to the poor of the Philippines. 

Imeldasaid thatin return, the body ofherhusband whodied inexilein Hawaii 
last September should be allowed back into the Philippines for burial. 

“I am not convinced of the seriousness nor of the sincerity behind this 
reported latest proposal of Imelda, coming as it does at the start of the trial in 
New York," Aquino said. 

Philippine officials said Marcos and bis associates amassed up to S 1 0 billion in 
ill-gotten wealth during his 20-year rule.

(AF): A 
prosecutor in (he fraud trial of 
Imelda Marcos complained to the

by her attorney to reporters could 
jeopardise the government's case. 

“The fair administration of justice 
is threatened by defence tactics that 
run afoul of thecriminal rules — as is 
the government’s right to a fair trial." 
assistant US attorney Debra Living- 
stone said in a letter to judge John F. 
Keenan. 

The interviews the prosecutor 
referred to were excerpts from an 
NBC television “Today Show” 
broadcast on Tuesday and com- 
ments made to several newspapers 
before the trial started. 

Livingston gave Keenan the letter 
during a break injury selection, now 
in its third day. and the judge took it 
under advisement. 

The letter said Gerry Spence, one 
or Mrs Marcos' four attorneys, 
violated a local rule that prohibits 
lawyers from commenting on pend- 
ing criminal cases, except to deny the 
charges or to quote from documents 
filed with the court.

“In this country and in this legal 
system one doesn't become a 
criminal by sleeping with one's hus- 
band." Spence was quoted as saying 
on NBC. “The ghost of Ferdinand 
Marcos is everywhere, everywhere in 
this case.”

Aspirin keeps 
strokes away 

WASHINGTON. March 23, (Reuter): Both ordinary aspirin and a 
blood-thinning drug known as warfarin are effective in preventing 
strokes inpatients witha common heart ailment that makes them prone 
to strokes, a new study published said. 

The report concluded that the effectiveness of aspirin, in particular, 
was “a striking finding of this study." 

"The short-term merits of administering aspirin have not been 
conclusively demonstrated for all patients with this disturbance in 
cardiac rhythm, but the data strongly favour the use of aspirin in 
patients 75 or younger," said the report published in this week's New 
England Journal of Medicine. 

The study of 1,244 patients with a heart ailment known as atrial 
fibrillation was conducted at 19 American medical centres, and was 
partially funded by the National Institutes of Health. 

The ailment is found in an estimated one million Americans and 
causes over 75,000 cases of stroke per year. Stroke is a condition in 
which a blood clot blocks the flow of blood through the brain. 

The condition occurs when the electrical signal that paces the normal 
heartbeat becomes chaotic. 

The upper, chambers of the heart flap uselessly, creating stagnant 
pools or blood that encourage blood clots to form. 

Occasionally a clot is pumped out of the heart into the brain, where it 
lodges in a small blood vessel, cutting off the flow of blood to a part of 
the brain and killing off the deprived brain cells. 

The study of theability of aspirin and warfarin to prevent this type of 
stroke began in June 1987. 

Patients were given either aspirin, warfarin or a placebo — the 
equivalent of a sugar pill — in older to compare the effects of the two 
drugs to the effect of no treatment at ail. 

In November 1989, the study’s safety-monitoring committee recom- 
mended ending the placebo portion of ihe study, concluding it would be 
unethical to continue to deprive the patients in the placebo group of the 
drugs being tested. 

The researchers said Ihe study would continue, in order to determine 
whether aspirin or warfarin was the better therapy. 

But they said the results to date had already demonstrated that both 
were "significantly superior" to no treatment at all.

EAST BERLIN. March 23. 
(AP): Easi German parties have 
made progress in talks on form- 
ing the country's first non-com- 
munist government, but persis- 
tent allegations that many new 
lawmakers were former secret 
police agents remain. 

A top East German church 
official on Thursday raised the 
possibilcy that a probe in to possi- 
ble secret police links could trig- 
ger fresh elections. 

•’I can imagine that such a 
decision could become necessary 
as a latest resort," said Manfred 
Stolpe. chief administrator orthe 
Lutheran Church’s East Berlin 
district. 

Stolpe told the Associated 
Press new elections would be “a 
very serious blow for the young 
democracy" in East Germany. 

Church" officials have asked 
political parties to approve an 
investigation of all 400 lawmak- 
ers elected in Sunday's balloting, 
the country's first free election. 

Lothar de Maiziere, head of 
the conservative Christian 
Democratic Union that polled 
highest in Sunday's elections, is 
among the newly elected law- 
makers linked by" media reports 
to the communist government’s 
secret police, known as the Stasi. 


De Maiziere has strongly den- 
ied the allegations. 

The official supervising the 
dismantling of the force. Werner 
Fischer, said Lhere was no proof 
De Maiziere collaborated with 
Lhe Stasi. 

But Fischer told West Ger- 
many's ZDF television he had 
received allegations against De 
Maiziere from citizens' groups 
that had sifted through secreL 
police files in East German cities. 
Asked whether he took these 
allegations seriously. Fischer 
said, "verv.” 


During 40 years of rule, the 
communists used the Stasi to 
control all walks of life, and 
many people were intimidated 
into’ collaborating. Until the 
caretaker government began dis- 
solving it earlier this year, the 
Stasi had 85.000 agents and hun- 
dreds of thousands of informers. 


The CDU and its two con- 
servative partners in the Alliance 
for Germany — Democratic 
Awakening and German Social 
Union — scored an overwhelm- 
ing victory in Sunday’s election 
after promising quick unifica- 
tion and Western prosperity. 

But the Conservative Alliance 
failed to clinch an absolute 
majority in the parliament and 
needs a coalition partner. 


Conservative officials said 
they were close to a coalition 
agreement with an alliance of 
three liberal parties close to West 
Germany's Free Democrats, a 
junior partner in the Bonn gov- 
ernment coalition. 


Democratic Awakeningchair- 
man Rainer Eppelmann said the 
Conservative and the Liberals 
were “basically in agreement on 
a coalition." He said the talks 
would continue next week. 

Eppelmann also renewed a 
coalition offer to the Social 
Democrats, who finished as the 
second strongest party after the 
CDU in Sunday’s ballot. 

In Bonn. West German Chan- 
cellor Helmut Kohl has met the 
Conservative visitors of East 
Germany’s first free elections to 
steer them down the fast lane to 
German unity. 

The Conservative Alliance 
leaders, propelled to victory in 
Sunday's poll with Kohl's help 
came to Bonn on Wednesday to 
meet their mentor and consult 
him on their next moves. 


Panama asks 
Cuban envoy to 
quit country 


PANAMA CITY, Panama. 
March 23, (AP): The govern- 
ment of Panama yesterday gave 
Cuba's ambassador five days to 
leave the country because 
Havana does not recognise the 
government of President 
Guillermo Endara. 


Panamanian Minister Julio 
Linares said he met with Cuban 
Ambassador Lazaro Mora 
Secades last morning and han- 
ded him a letter of expulsion. 

Linares gave reporters a copy 
of the letter following the meet- 
ing. 

He told reporters that Mora 
was given five days to leave 
because "the Panamanian go- 
vernment wants to show 
tolerance and prudence and 
doesn't want to take extreme 
steps.” 

Linares said that a country 
that wants to maintain 
diplomatic relations with Pan- 
ama must "treat it with a min- 
imum of respect, with a min- 
imum of consideration.” and 
"must recognise and maintain 
relations with the government of 
President Guillermo Endara.” 


Libya has tonnes of Semtex: Havel 


LONDON, March 23. (AP): Cze- 
choslovakia h3S stopped exporting Sem- 
tex. but the previous government sold ton- 
nes of -the lethal explosive to Libya, 
President Vaclav Havel said yesterday. 

“The past regime exported 1 .000 tonnes 
to Libya. If you consider that it takes 200 
grammes (7 ounces) to blow up an aircraft, 
this means world terrorism has enough 
Semtex to last for 150 years." Havel told 
reporters at a news conference at the Cze- 
choslovak Embassy on the second day or a 

three-day official visit. 

Semtex was used in the bombing oi ran 
Am fiieht 1 03. which exploded in midair in 
December 1988, killing 259 on board and 
1 1 persons on the ground in Lockerbie. 


Scotland. 

“We ceased exporting this explosive 
some time ago," Havel said, speaking 
through a translator. He did not give a date 
or any other details. 

The Czechoslovak president and former 
dissident playwright vowed on Tuesday 
that his country's venerable arms industry 
will no longer sell weapons to dictatorial or 
totalitarian regimes. 

•'We are studying reconversion of our 
military industry." he said at a news con- 
ference in Paris, where he met with French 
President Francois Mitterrand, before 
coming to London. "Don't hold it against 
us if we continue to furnish arms fora little 
while to democratic governments.' 


Czechoslovakia has long been a major 
arms manufacturer. It produces hand 
grenades, automatic rifles, tanks and 
armoured personnel carriers, in addition 
to explosives. 

Published reports say that the export of 
such weapons and components accounted 
for between one-quarter and one-half of 
Czechoslovakia's foreign-exchange earn- 
ings. The nation, suffering from a crum- 
bling economy and strapped for hard 
currency, may find it difficult to stop the 
trade. 

In addition to Libya, clients have 
included Angola, South Yemen and the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation.

Havel left Britain for home today after a 
visit which included talks on European 
security, lunch with Queen Elizabeth and a 
night at the theatre.

Gorbachev’s two-day ultimatum to surrender arms 


MOSCOW. March 23. (Agencies): Lithuania's new pro-independence 
Parliament appealed for world support today and accused the Kremlin 
of planning force against its drive to secede from the Soviet Union. 

An official statement, heightening a war of words between Moscow 
and Vilnius, expressed fears that Soviet leaders were “preparing to use 
force against the Lithuanian republic and its citizens." 

At the same time in Washington, the US Senate unanimously backed 
Lithuanian independence and democracy — a day alter rejecting a 
stronger message of support at the urging of President George Bush's 


advisers. 

' In Tokyo, the head of the official Soviet news agency Tass said the 
loss of Lithuania would be as grave a blow to the Soviet Union as the 
Chernobyl nuclear disaster, but pledged that Moscow would not use 
arms to resolve the arsis. 

The Baltic republic urged other countries to lodge protests to prevent 
the "possible use of any form of coercion and violence against a 
peaceful member slate of the world community. Lithuania, and its 
citizens."

JUNEAU. Alaska. March 23. (AP): 
A fishing vessel capsized and sank 
yesterday in the frigid Bering Sea, 
and 10 crew members were missing, 
the coast guard reported.

Poindexter 
didn’t lie, 
says Meese 


WASH1NGON, March 23, 
(Reuter): The US attorney-gen- 
eral under former president Ron- 
ald Reagan testified yesterday 
that John Poindexter never lied 
to him about events stemming 
from the Iran-Contra scandal 
and had tried to make the facts of 
thea/Tair public. 

Edwin Meese was the first 
"live" witness in the criminal 
trial of Poindexter, Reagan's 
national security adviser, follow- 
ing nearly eight hours of 
videotaped testimony from 
Reagan. 

Meese, called as a defence wit- 
ness, testified that he met with 
Poindexter and other high-level 
administration officials on 
November 20, 1986. as the Iran- 
Contra scandal was breaking. 

“The purpose of the meeting 
was to make sure the facts were 
all accurately portrayed." Meese 
said. 


He said there had been no 
attempt to concoct a false cover 
story about the Reagan-era 
operation to sell arms to 1 ran and 
divert the profits to the 
Nicaraguan Contras, at a time 
when Congress had outlawed US 
aid to the rebels. 

But Meese acknowledged 
under cross-examination that 
the full story of US involvement 
in the operation did not come out 
at that meeting. 

Meese's testimony goes to the 
heart of one of the five charges 
against Poindexter: the charge 
that the former navy rear admiral 
helped put together a false chro- 
nology of Iran-Contra events to 
obstruct Congress in its inves- 
tigation of the affair. 


Soviet President Mikhail Gor- 
bachev yesterday ordered Lith- 
uanians to surrender their 
weapons and imposed other res- 
trictions on the Baltic republic, 
which declared its independence 
on March 11. 

Lithuanian President 
Vytauias Landsbergis has dis- 
missed Gorbachev’s emergency 
decrees as "deplorable" and war- 
ned they could be "implemented 
only by brutal armed force." 

“ If tanks are sent to lake away 
shotguns and hunting rifles, we 
won t shoot at the tanks.” he 
said. “Our resi stance will be non- 
violence." 

The plea for international sup- 
port was made bv Landsbergis at 
the end of tiie parliamentary ses- 
sion and renewed in a statement 
released today by the republic's 
information office. 

ft followed Gorbachev’s 
demand that the Lithuanians 
halt the formation of volunteer 
units to defend the republic. 

In a further move, Tass news 
agency reported that KGB 
security troops had reinforced 
border troops yesterday on Lith- 
uania's international frontier. 

Gorbachev, in his first sub- 
stantial use of new powers as 
executive president granted him 
this month, called on Lithuan- 
ians to surrender firearms and 
imposed toughter visa restric- 
tions and border controls. 

Members of Lithuania's new 
pro-independence leadership 
rejected Gorbachev’s decree as 
the latest stage in a Kremlin cam- 
paign aimed at forcing them bade 
into the Soviet fold. 

Gorbachev has pressed Lith- 
uania to rescind a declaration by 
the newly-ejected Parliament of a 
return to its pre-war indepen- 
dence, ended after the Red 
Army’s arrival in 1 940. 

There was little sign of recon- 
ciliation between the two sides 
today as the Lithuanian 
Parliament prepared to elect a 
new government certain to press 
on with breakaway moves. 

Radical economist Kazhniera 
Prunskiene has already been 
appointed prime minister anrf 
Algirdas Brazauskas, leader of 
the republic's Communist Party 
and a foimer president, one of 
her deputies. 

In a further sign of Lithuanian 
defiance. Jonas Vyshniauskas, 
head of a hunting and fishing 
federation, said on television 
that his 10,000 members would 
not comply with a Gorbachev 
decree to turn in weapons. 

Gorbachev told the leaders of 
rebel Lithuania yesterday to take 
speedy action to stop formation 
of volunteer civil defence units 
and gave them two days to com- 
ply with his order. 

In a telegram to Lithuanian 
president, Gorbachev said: “I 
suggest that undelayed measures 
be taken to stop all actions at 
creating these and similar units." 

“Please report fulfilment 
within two days," Gorbachev’s 
telegram, the text of which was 
published by Tass news agency, 
said.

President Robert Mugabe has 
told Soviet Foreign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze thal 
reforms ending old-style com- 
munist rule in Eastern Europe 
did not mean the West had 
defeated the East. 

“At the moment the West feds 
that they have been victors over 
the East and people like (British 
Prime Minister) Mrs Thatcher 
say so quiet loudly. But we have 
refused to accept that this period 
of review is necessarily a victory 
for the West.” Mugabe said. 

His remarks, reported by Zim- 
babwe's news agency Ziana, 
were made at a breakfast meeting 
with Shevardnadze in the central 
town of Kadoma, 120 km (70 
miles) from the capital Harare. 

Mugabe was in the town cam- 


As Pienaar's jet beaded for South Africa. Nujoma was applauded by 
onlookers and airport personnel, their country finally free after a 23- 
year guerrilla war by his South West Africa People's Organisation 
(Swapo). 

Pienaar's departure from his 
elegant governor's residence in 
Windhoek closed the final chap- 
ter of South African control over 
Namibia, which was declared 
independent at midnight on 
Tuesday. 

The world's newest nation, 
which became the 160th member 
of the United Nations, launched 
a massive street party to mark the 
end of colonial domination, first 
from imperial Germany and 
since 1915 from neighbouring 
South Africa. 

President Sam Nujoma and 
his cabinet were installed in 
solemn ceremonies by UN 
Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar, whose peacekeeping 
forces were instrumental in 
securing a peaceful transition to 
independence. 

De Cuellar called Lhe world 
body's largest, and most expen- 
sive mission a success Thursday, 
but said newborn Namibia has 
serious economic problems that 
require the world's help. 

“The political independence 
was something we all wanted," 
the UN secretary-general said. 
“Now we all have to work 
together for the economic 
independence of Namibia.” 

A United Nations donor's 
conference is scheduled for June 
to raise money for assistance to 
the world's newest state. 

“The needs of Namibia are 
enormous,” Perez de Cuellar 
said. 

Some Western nations already 
have promised aid for Namibia. 
The West Germans have offered 
$59 million for development 
projects and Britain is offering 
$ 1 0 million pounds ($ 1 6 million). 

Namibia has an annual per 
capita income of about 51,000, 
one of the highest figures in 
Africa, but it faces a 500 million 
rand ($191 million) budget 
deficit in its first year. 

It has an unemployment rate 
of more than 30 per cent and the 
country’s wealth is mostly held 
by the country’s whites, who 
make up only 75,000 of the more 
than ! .3 million people. 

South African President F.W. 
de Klerk said on Thursday the 
world now accepted in good faith 
that his white minority govern- 
ment was committed to change.

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More Egyptian labour expected in Gulf Kuwaitis 
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Iskander in Kuwait 


KUWAIT. March 23. (Kuna): Egyptian 
State Minister For Immigration and Egyp- 
tian Abroad Dr Fouad Iskander expected 
that the number of Egyptian labour in the 
Gulf area would increase in the next few 
years in the light of expanded relations 
with countries in this region. 

Speaking at a press conference here last 
night, the minister underlined the mission 
of Egyptians working abroad saying 
“when constructing streets and buildings 
and assisting in developmental and com- 
mercial ventures. Egyptian labour also 


participates in constructing civilisations as 
they deal with human beings on top of 
everything else.” 


Nearly two million Egyptians, from 
various professions ranging from const- 
luction workers to higly trained engineers, 
consultants and doctors, work in the six 
states of the Gulf Co-operation Council. 
Another 650.000 others work in neigh- 
bouring Iraq. 

Millionsorother Egyptians are working 
in non-Arab countries such as the United 


States, Britain, Canada and several Latin 
American countries. 

Iskander, who attended a meeting for 
Egyptian expatriates in Kuwait last week, 
discussed the problems of Egyptian brain- 
drain to the Western countries, saying : 
“Our present policy is to bring back 
these brains who can help Egypt treat 
existing problems and develop new gen- 
erations of highly skilled expertise.” 

He added: “Egyptian expatriates in 
Europe and America have accomplished 
an astonishing progress in fields of medical 


sciences, tecnofogy and computers . . . there 
would be plenty for them to do when they 
return home.” 

Egypt has set up the “Union for Egyp- 
tian Abroad” to be responsible for 
facilitating their jobs. Follow up their living 
conditions and offering all services to ena- 
ble them to carry out their duties. 

One Egyptian representative working 
abroad is elected to speak for the rest of the 
expatriates in that country when the 
union’s general assembly meets in Cairo 
once a year.

Farzad Bazoft, a London-based 
journalist who was found guilty 
of espionage for Israel. 

Assurance 

Awadi noted that his fellow 
Arab ambassadors had con- 
veyed their countries’ dissatis- 
faction with Austria's announ- 
cement to grant Israel repara- 
tions and assistance,” which 
might be used to settle Soviet 
Jews in the occupied territories 
and to banish what is left of the 
Palestinian people.” 

The Kuwaiti ambassador said 
that Mock had assured him that 
Vienna is totally against the set- 
tling of Soviet Jews in the 
occupied Arab territories.

Saudi Arabia, Oman sign border pact 


RIYADH, March 23, (AP): The rulers of Saudi Arabia and Oman 
Wednesday signed an agreement demarcating their common border, 
which had remained officially undefined since colonial times. 

An official announcement in Riyadh and Muscat said King Fahd 
and Sultan Qaboos laid their signatures to the accord at 4. 10 pm ( 13 10 
GMT) on the basis of the “Declared Line,” that is, the border already 
roughly existent. 

ft said annexes to theagreemenL signed by the interior minister of the 
kingdom and the sultanate, defined pasture areas and organised traffic 
points along the 380-mile (6 1 0-kilometre) border. 

The announcement said the pact would insure: “A basis of equality 
and mutual interest and Iheguaranteeing of the rights of sovereignty for 
each of the two sisterly slates.” 

The national news agencies of the two coy nines quoted the two rulers 
as describing the event as “a historic day", and stressing “historically 
brotherly ties” between the two nations. 

King Fahd additionally paid tribute to the development of ties with 
Oman in the two decades of Qaboos’ rule. 

The event took place at the Northeastern town of Hafr Al Baum, 
where Qaboos arrived Tuesday for the purpose of finalising the border 
accord and for talks with Fahd on a range of issues. 

Qaboos is the current chairman of the six-nation Gulf Co-operation 
Council in which Saudi Arabia is the dominant party. The o tilers are 


Kuwait, Bahrain, Qatar and tbe United Arab Emirates. 

Hafr Al Baten is headquarters for the fledgling rapid deployment 
force that the GCC countries are developing, to be rushed to the help of 
any member country facing a foreign threat. 

Diplomatic circles contend that membership of the GCC, as well as 
stable ties with the Saudi Kingdom, is useful for Oman in face of lhe 
developing merger between lhe two YemenSon its southwestern flank . 

South Yemen, an avowedly Marxist state since independence in 
1967, used to foster leftist-leaning rebels in Oman's Dhofar rebellion. It 
is merging with the pro-Western North Yemen, with a deadline of Nov 
30 for the process. 

Saudi Arabia has been leading the efforts of the conservative Arab 
states of the Arabian Peninsula, including Oman, to encourage the 
merger and wean Aden from Marxism. 

South Yemen, which has been closely linked militarily and econ- 
omically with the Soviet Union, has opened up considerably to its 
conservative neighbours and lo the West in recent times in line with 
Soviet President Mikhail Gorbachev’s policies. 

Diplomatic sources said that relations with the Yemens were a key 
issue in the deliberations between Qaboos and Fahd. 

Other prominent issues on the table were relations with Iran and the 
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Arab-Israeli peacemaking process, said the sources, who spoke on 
condition they not be named.

KUWAIT. March 23. (AP): A 
prominent Soviet official said in 
an interview published today 
that the Kremlin's new policies 
would not Jilt the Arabs, but Slid 
Soviet-Arab relations were 
entering a new era based on com- 
mon interests rather than con- 
fronting a common enemy. 

Georgy Arbatov, a member of 
lhe central committee of the 
Communist Party and director 
of the United States and Canada 
Institute, made the remarks in an 
interview with an Arabic 
Kuwaiti daily. 

“I hereby declare we did not 
conclude any deal with the west 
at the expense of anybody,” said 
Arbatov who was described by 
the paper’s Moscow correspon- 
dent as “a key aide to Gorba- 
chev” 

Arbatov was responding to a 
question about Arab concerns, 
especially Moscow easing Soviet 
Jewish emigration. Arabs fear a 
Soviet Jews influx will make a 
solution to the Palestinian 
problem more difficult if they 
supplant Palestinians in their 
designated homeland in the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. 

“The relations between the 
Soviet Union and the Arabs 
which were based on the concept 
of the common enemy during the 
cold war era are now over or they 
are approaching their end.*' 
Arbatov said.

)n 1989, the population of 
Kuwait totalled about 2.141 .350 
individuals, including 550,181 
Kuwaitis (273 per cent of the 
total population) and 1.463.954 
expatriates (72-7 per cent). The 
total workforce at both public 
and private sectors totalled 
853.955 workers (42.4 per cent of 
total population) 661,339 are 
males (77.4 percent) and 192,616 
females (22.6 per cent). He added 
that the workforce totalled 
115.928 individuals (13.6 per 
cent of the total workforce m the 
country) 80.969 are males, and 
34.959 are females. The non- 
Kuwaiti workforce - totals 
738,027/ (86.4 per. cent of total . 
manpower) 580370 males and 
157,657 females. . 

About 260,617 employees 
work in the government sector 
forming 30.5 per cent; 107,499 
are Kuwaitis (41 .2 per dent) and 
1 53, 118 are non-Kuwaitis (58.8 . 
percent). Kuwaiti manpowerat 
government sector increased 
from 373 per cent in 1 984 to 44- 5 
per cent in 1989. A total of 69.5 
per cent of the workforce in 
Kuwait work at the private sec- 
tor and only 1.4 per cent are 
Kuwaitis. The government sec- 
tor is the main employer of 
Kuwaiti manpower accounting 
for about 92.7 per cent — against 
7.3 per cent working in the 
private sector. Only 20.7 percent 
of expatriate manpower work in 
the government sector and 79.3 
percent in the private sector, the 
official said. 

Rasbed said that over half of 
Kuwaiti employees hold secon- 
dary school certificates or higher 
qualifications.

YOUR query was addressed to the Legal Clinic, and, frankly, 
this is not a legal problem, so we are printing your question and 
the answer in this column. First of all, the immigration auth- 
orities havedeariy stated several times that they reserve the right 
to accept or reject an application, and they also reserve the right 
to withhold the reason for doing so. It is their prerogative. 
■ Whether a visa is granted or not is a procedural matter and 
depends on the merits of each case; in certain situations a visa can 
be granted, in certain others it cannot be given and the officials 
have been given discretionary rights, which they are authorised 
to use.

THE yellow paper indicates that you have committed a minor 
traffic offense and may probably have to pay a fine. It would be 
advisable to go to the Traffic Senences Execution Department at 
the General Traffic Department in Shuwaikh. They will tell you 
what action to take. If there is a fine, then pay the fine and the 
needful will be done by them, incase, the traffic police have made 
a.case against you, you must follow up the case and find out about 
the judgement. As we don't know what has been said on the 
paper, we cannot tell you what to do. There must be a case 
number on the paper, get the number on the paper and follow up 
the case by gomgpereonally to the Traffic Sentences Depart- 
ment. If your case goes to court, it is advisable toappoint a lawyer 
to look into your case. „ * *

THE last decade witnessed two 
attempts in activating the 
Kuwaiti economy by two com- 
mittees formed in 1 984 and 1 989 
respectively and the latter known 
as the Economic Reactivation 
Committee in general is in 
agreement with the concepts 
concluded by the former which 
attributed the sluggishness of the 
Kuwaiti economy during that 
period to the retreat in the 
revenue of the non-oil sectors. 

Speaking at a lecture held at 
the Kuwait Business College on 
the theme of “The Kuwaiti Econ- 
omy Reactivation Story", Abdul 
Wahab Al Tamar, ex-governor 
of Kuwait's Central Bank and 
head of Al Tammar fpr Econ- 
omic Consultancy, said that the 
first economic committee of 1 984 
determined that the 1983-84 
economic activities were an 
obvious and corrective opera- 
tion for the economy to stabilise 
at a natural level. The expansion 
in eveiy direction without any 
acLual basis was at its peace dur- 
ing 1982-83, the official said. He 
added that the 1989 committee 
had called for upgrading the per- 
formance of the non-oil sectors 
and surmounting obstacles 
impeding this goal. This concept 
does not contradict with the 
1984/85 committees' suggestion 
as both view the recommenda- 
tions as being tailored to enhance 
the potentials of the non-oil sec- 
tors. 

The official went on to state 
that the committees believe that 
the government's opinion should 
be clear and precise and that this 
opinion should be announced to 


the public through an Amiri 
speech or government 
programme through its financial 
policy and state budget. 

Tammar added that the gen- 
eral view of the 1989 committee 
was based on the recommenda- 
tions of the 1984-85 economic 
committee. 

The 1989 committee report 
revealed that the Kuwaiti econ- 
omy was able to attain a high- 
level of stability and adaptability 
in relation to the local and out- 
side economic scenario, which 
had contributed to some 
progress in the last three years. 

Tammar said that the process 
of handling the activation of the 
economy was the first difference 
between the two committees in 
the short term, but both commit- 
tees agreed on the methodologies 
and policies that reflect the 
stale's economic policies in the 
long run. 

Speaking of the debts 
problem, the official said that the 
1984 committee recommended 
that debtors should submit all 
their assets to be al the disposal 
of the committee. However, the 
1989 commit lee was striving to 
develop this programme with 
special emphasis on alleviating 
the admioisua live burdens of the 
commercial banks and had even- 
tually called for a prompt set- 
tlement of this problem — par- 
ticularly for debts aggregating 
less than KD250,000 and this has 
opened the door for the prompt 
settlement of debts over 
KD250.000 in accordance with 
criteria set up by the Central 
Bank. 

In a further move designed to 
strengthen the economy, the 
1989 -economic reactivation 


committee has called for the 
reactivation of mortgaged assets 
in order lo develop the incen lives 
of the settlement programmes, in 
addition to encouraging com- 
mercial banks to purchase debts 
and provide new banking 
facilities to customers whose 
debts had been settled. In this 
respect, the official said that 
commercial banks would be 
provided adequate support. 

Tammar said that the 1989 
committee had concentrated on 
handling the real estate and slock 
market problems, and bad 
recommended enhancing the 
value of shares. He added: “The 
ultimate effect of the new 
programme for activation of the 
economy translates into preserv- 
ing an economical balance at the 
needed level or at an accepted 
margin." 

Speaking of the country's 
economic co-ordination to keep 
abreast with an identical effort 
exerted in other coun tries. Tam- 
mar said that the individual 
average income of the Kuwaiti 
citizen is KD3.600 per annum 
and this matches with the 
individual income in advanced 
industrial countries and in some 
instances far exceeded those of 
affluent countries. He commen- 
ted that theconsumplion pattern 
is a direct reflection of the high 
incomes enjoyed in Kuwait. 
Thus he said: “Activation is not 
needed to raise the level of living 
but to create new work oppor- 
tunities in a country where 75 per 
cent of its work force are 
expatriates”. He added that any 
difficulties that local workers 
might encounter are not related 
to work opportunities, but to the 
quality of the work force.

Houseboy gets 
over 7 years

houseboy to seven years and three 
months imprisonment with hard 
labour to be followed by deporta- 
tion.

The employer of the housemaid 
informed the court that while sleep- 
ing in her bedroom she felt several 
blows to several pans of her body 
and screamed for help. The assai l a n ts 
escaped and the lady said that as it 
was dark she could not see them. ' 
However, she added that die suspec- 
ted the maid and her boyfriend as she 
bad told the former that she should 
discontinue seeing him. 


However, the court took into con- 
sideration that the lady could not 
positively identify the assailants and 
also that.when she told her story to 
the court there were several dis- 
crepancies.

■ THE coast guard during the 
course of their patrols noticed a boat 
moving in a suspicious manner and 
called on it to halL However, the boat 
increased speed and tried to evade 
being apprehended. 

A high-speed chase ensued in 
which the coast guard called for back 
up from the navy and air force.

A search of the boat revealed a 
large consignment of items designed 
to be smuggled into Kuwait along- 
with four infiltrators. 

Investigations are under progress, 
though no further details have been 
revealed.

CAIRO, March 23. (Agencies): Egypt's 
President Hosni Mubarak said he was 
ready to contact Syrian President Hafez

hostages in Lebanon. 

“I will contact Syrian President Hafez 
Assad on this issue.” Mubarak said on 
prospects of a joint Syrian-Egyptian effort 
to help secure their release. 

“And if Syria can play a role, then Egypt 
will do its best to help accelerate the release 
of the hostages, because this is a human- 
itarian issue we must all work for." 

Egypt’s Middle East News Agency 
(Mena) said Mubarak made the remarks 
after talks with British Foreign Secretary 
Douglas Hurd in the Namibian capital of 


Windhoek, where he attended celebra- 
tions marking Namibian independence. 

Mena reported that Mubarak and Hurd 
discussed London's efforts to secure 
release of the hostages, and quoted the 
Egyptian leader as saying there were now 


better prospects for their release, but did 
abc 


not elaborate. 

He said that Hurd had also discussed the 
hostages issue with a number of Arab Gulf 

states in contact with Iran. 

Mubarak admitted that his country, 
which is allied with Iran's Gulf foe Iraq, 
has no links with Tehran, but he was 
willing to fully cooperate with Assad tc 
help secure their release. 

“The hostage issue car. be resolved, and 


my advice is that any further escalation on 
this matter must be avoided,” Mubarak 
said. 

Syria restored full diplomatic ties with 
Egypt last December after a J 2-year break, 
which was prompted by the 1979 Egypt- 
lsrael peace treaty. 

• In Beirut Lebanon's most influential 
Shiite Muslim cleric today spoke of a “new 
situation” regarding the fate of the hos- 
tages. 

However. Sheikh Mohammed Hussein 
Fadlallah, Ure patron of the pTO-Iranian 
Hezbollah, said he had no specific infor- 
mation about when any of the 1 8 Western 
hostages ought be freed. 

A terse statement released by 


Fadlallah's office said the clergyman- 
asked about the possibility of a hostage 
release in a radio interview, replied: “A 
new situation has emerged, but I don't 
know when, how and where.” 

No further remarks on the issue were 
included in the release. 

• A congressional panel passed a resolu- 
tion yesterday that calls on President 
George Bush to speed up efforts to secure 
the immediate release of American hos- 
tages in Lebanon.

BONN, March 23, ( AP): A West 
German businessman on Thurs- 
day was charged with playing a 
decisive role in helping build 
Libya's Rabta plant, which 
allegedly produced poison gas 
before a fire erupted there last 
week. 


Juergen Hippenstiel-lmhau- 
sen. former head of the 


Imhausen-Chemie chemical 
company, was indicated on char- 
ges of violating West Germany’s 
export laws and tax evasion. 

Also on Thursday, a govern- 
ment official said Libya has stop- 
pal payments to West German 
firms doing business with Libya 
in the wake of the Rabta plant 
fire, and that West Germany has 
issued a formal protest. Libya 
alleged West German 
intelligence was involved in the 
fire, which Bonn vigorously den- 
ied. 

Mannheim prosecutor Peter 
Wechsung charged that Hippen- 
stiel-Inhausen had a “decisive 
role” in Lhe planning and con- 
struction fo the Rabta chemical 
complex. 

Court officials said the trial 
may begin in the summer. 

Wechsung said the suspect 
allegedly shipped to Libya 
“documents on production” as 
well as “measuring and regulat- 
ing instruments” to be used by 
the chemical complex. 

He said investigators had con- 
cluded that the Libyan plant was 
“solely intended” for the 
production of poison gases. 

Wechsung also revealed that 
West Germany's federal police 
had created a special “Rabta" 
unit consisting of 20 officials who 
took part in the investigation. 

Speaking to reporters in Man- 
nheim. Wechsung said about 
3.000 files containing 
documents, plans and other 
material had been confiscated in 
the investigation and that 
statements were taken from 
more than 200 witnesses. 

Wechsungdid not say whether 
other arrests were expected. 

Hippensliel-lmhausen step- 
ped down as head of the com- 
pany last March and was arres- 
ted on Oct 5. 

A number of West German 
companies were raided a little 
more than a year ago after US 
charges that German firms had

Peres fails to win support 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. 
March 23. (AP): Labour leader 
Shimon Peres met with leaders of 
the key ultra-orthodox Shas and 
Degel Hatorah parties yester- 
day, but failed to win a pledge of 
support that would place him in 
the premiership. 

Shas also remained elusive in 
its meeting earlier with Peres’ 
rival, caretaker Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir, who is seeking 
to consolidate a block of 
Labour's attempts to form a new 
coalition government 

Shas holds the balance of 
power but is deeply divided on 
whether to join a coalition led by 
the dovish Labour Party or to 
support the right-wing Likud 
block. 

Shas has backed Likud since 
its formation in 1984. 

Peres was charged with form- 
ing a new coalition after Shamir 
last week tost a no-confidence 
motion in the 120-member 
parliament over his refusal to 
accept a US peace plan. 

Peres claims the support of 60 
legislators but needs the backing 
of Shas or another ultra-orth- 
odox pany. Degel Hatorah, to 
rule. If he does not win the sup- 
port of at least 61 seats within a 
six-week time limit, Shamir 
could be given the opportunity to 
make a coalition. 

The spiritual leader of the two 
religious parties. Rabbi Eliezer 
Schach of the Council of Torah 
Sages, opposes a Labour-led 
coalition, but several Shas and 
Degel Hatorah legislators back 
Peres. Together, the two parties 
command eight seats in 
parliament. 

After meeting with Peres, 
Degel Hatorah legislators, Avra- 
ham Ravitz told Army Radio 
they favoured the Likud posi- 
tion. “but anything can happen 
in political life.” 

interior Minister Arieh Deri of 
Shas said they were meeting with 
Peres because they were invited 
according to the mandate he 
received from the President 

“We are not ruling out 
anybody. Our mandate from the 
council is not to negotiate the 
formation of a government at 
this stage, but to ask questions,” 
he said on Army Radio. 

Israel radio reported last night 
that Shas ordered the two parties 
to continue to support Likud, 
but noted that he had not ruled 
out Peres.

WASHINGTON. March 23. (UPl): President Bush said yesterday he is not 
responsible for the collapse of the Shamir government in Israel and he feds that 
the status of east Jerusalem should be seeded as part ofa peace process. 

Speaking at an outdoor news conference. Bush cited Israel's domestic 
economic problems and the drive for peace talks with the Palestinians as major 
issues that caused the political schism in Israel. 

Bush created a furore in Israel recently when he referred to east Jerusalem as 
one of the Israeli occupied territories along with the West Bank and the Gaza 
Snip. 

Reporters asked Bush whether he thought his comments had contributed to 
the collapse of the government of Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir and 
whether they will make the peace process more difficult. 

“No, I think a president, when he reiterates the standing policy of the United 
States government, is doing the correct thing," Bush said. 

In occupied Jerusalem, Israeli officials condemned the United States for 
reporting that the Palestine Liberation Organisation had honoured its pledge to 
renounce terrorism. 

“It is astonishing that a supeipower like the United States, which was 
supposed to be the symbol of political fairness and international honesty, is 
building its policy on a foundation of distortion and lies,” said Deputy Foreign 
Minister Benyamin Netanyanhu. 

In Moscow, Soviet First Deputy Foreign Minister Y uli Vorontsov has called 
for joining hands “in order for the UN Security Council to adopt decisive and 
serious resolution to force Israel to comply with international treaties a nd not 
settling Jewish emigrants in the occupied Arab territories.” 

Meanwhile. Hungary halted charter flights carrying Soviet Jews to Israel 
because ofa bomb threat, the Hungarian embassy said. 

Israel vowed to carry the migrants on its own planes. 

In Algiers. Palestine Liberation Organisation (PLO)chairman Yasser Arafat 
urged firm United Nations action to stop Soviet Jews from emigrating to Israeli 
occupied territories. 

“We don’t need a weak derision, but a strong decision with international 
observers to supervise it," he told Algerian television. 

■ A leading Palestinian official said in an interview published yesterday that 
the United States was pressuring the PLO to choose a delegation to discuss a 
peace plan that would not cause controversy in Israel.

BEI RUT. March 23, (Reuter): A compromise engineered by Lebanese 
President Elias Hrawi has averted a government crisis over a bizarre 
row between the interior minister and the head of the Central Bank, 
official sources said yesterday. 

Interior Minister Elias Al Khazen presented his resignation to 
Hirawi and Prime Minister Selim Hoss on Wednesday, but the 
President did not officially accept iL 

The sources said submission of the resignation letter was part of a 
compromise that stipulated Hirawi would not act on it and the minister 
would stay in office. 

They said the issue was considered dosed. 

Khazen was asked to resign by Hoss last week after the interior 
minister sent his bodyguards to seize Central Bank Governor Edmond 
Naim. 

The bodyguards burst into a board meeting at the bank’s west Beirut 
headquarters and told Naim the interior minister wanted to see him 
immediately. 

When Naim refused to accompany them, tbeypunched and beat him 
before being driven away by bank security guards. 

Several ministers, including Druze leader Walid Jumblatt, said they 
would resign if Khazen was forced to quit the cabinet 

Bank officials said Naim had angered Khazen by refusing to release 
funds to the Interior Ministry with which to buy a fresh stock of blank 
Lebanese passports from London. 

• A force of the Israeli-backed South Lebanon Army (SLA) militia 
attacked a base of pro-Iranian Shiite Muslim extremists in south 
Lebanon yesterday, an S LA-run radio station said. 

The Voice of the South said a 75-man SLA force advanced two km 
( 1 .2 miles) outside Israel’s self-declared security zone in south Lebanon 
and fought Hezbollah fighters. 

The radiosaid one gunman was killed and two others were wounded 
during the one-hour rocket and machine-gun dash near the village of 
Mashghara, 45 km (28 miles) southeast of Beirut. 

A Hezbollah spokesman denied the report. . 

Israel established the security zone in 1985, after it withdrew 
thousands of its troops who invaded Lebanon in 1982, to prevent 
commando infiltrations into the Jewish state.

Jordan sets up legal bodies to probe sale of gold reserves 


CAIRO. March 23, (UPI): Justice Mini- 
ster Youssef Mobiydin said that five legal 
bodies had been set up to interrogate 
government officials, involved in corrup- 
tion cases, including the illegal sale of 
Jordan's gold reserves.

The show must go on....

FRANK BARRIE of the London Shake- 
speare Group, dressed as Macbeth, hobbled 
.onto the stage supported by his two crutches 
•find announced that the show must go on. 

No, it wasn’t some new interpretation of 
Shakespeare’s tragedy in which die hero had 
lo be crippled. It was simply that Barrie had 
broken his knee, had his leg in plaster and 
refused to have the show cancelled, much to 
the delight of the audiences in Kuwait. 

He then gave a ri vetting performance 
(Wednesday. Kuwait English School) which 
was aptly matched by Elizabeth Bell as Lady 
Macbeth, and six other actors who smoothly 
slipped in and out of roles they each played 
several parts as is customary with travelling 
troupes. 

But it was Barrie in the taxing leading role 
thatahone with greatness. For he even man- 
aged to turn his handicap into an advantage. 
As Macbeth sinks deeper into the dark world 
of treachery and murder, her staggers and 
stumbles tormented at times by his mur- 
derous deeds, at others by crimes that haveyet 
to be committed before he can achieve his 


ambition. The sickness of the mind had 
spread to the body and it was easy to forget 
Inal there was an actor with a broken leg 
before us. 

Macbeth is a villain who engages our sym- 
pathy and it is largely thanks lo Barrie's 
superb interpretation that the character 
provoked pity rather than anger. But not 
entirely. For Macbeth is a great play precisely 
because Shakespeare managed lo turn a 
criminal into a hero. Hedid so with the help of 
the three witches whose prophecies cast a spell 
on Macbeth. And here again the London 
Shakespeare Group, which carries all its 
props with them, excelled. 

The scenes with the witches were among the 
most effective ones. Their ominous chanting, 
ragged costumes and serpentine movements 
combine to produce a creeping of the flesh. 
With very little in terms of decor the Group 
did miracles with a smoke-machine and a 
large piece of silk. 

The witches' scenes are enveloped in dark- 
ness which broods over this tragedy. Lady 
Macbeth hatches her dangerous plots and 
: later loses the grip on her mmd in uie dead of 
: night. 

Bell gives a balanced interpretation of the 
role where a lesser actress would have easily 


over-acted. 

Probably some of the finest poetry to be 
found in the play is in Macbeth's final speech 
when he is face to face with death and when 
truth and order are regained. 

It is no surprise that Macbeth sees life as 
deceitful. 

This verse, delivered brilliantly by Barrie, in 

which he says “Life is but a walking shadow ... 

a tale told by an idiot”, as did earlier Mac- 
beth's soaring ambition and attacks of 
remorse, strikes a responsive cord with the 
audience. In a tragedy enveloped in darkness 
there is one scene that provides what is termed 
as "comic relief. A porter suffering from a 
hangover, superbly played by Arthur Cox 
wearing a nightgown, debates the effects of 
liquor. ""Drink provokes the desire, but i! 
takes away the performance" says the porter, 
much to his own and his companions' 
amusement, not to speak about the audience. 
But the contrast between desire and act is the 
underlying theme of the play and is repeated 
in verses delivered by both Macbeth and his 
wife. Indeed their tragedy is in that they 
unscrupulously gave in to their desires. Our 
privilege is that we had the London Shake- 
speare Group to art out their machinations 
and final downfall.

After bloody crackdown 


Sichuan students 
return to class 

CHENGDU, China, (Reuter): Nine months after the bloody crackd- 
own on pro-democracy demonstrators in Beijing and this southern city, 
the students of Sichuan University are sticking to their books. 

“We’re too afraid to say anything because we know we’ll be kicked 
out of school if we do,” said one student. 

There was an atmosphere of suppression at a recent meeting of 
university administrators, students and foreign journalists. 

Public security bureau agents sal in the audience in full view, 
earphones in place. Several took copious notes of the proceedings. 

Minds 

“Don’t expecL anybody here to speak their minds." said one teacher. 
“Everybody is worried about his future.” 

It was not always this subdued. One local reporter said thousands of 
Sichuan University students demonstrated for more civil liberties at 
Chengdu’s giant statue of Mao Tsetung on June 3 and last year. 

One student who did not participate said: “Those who took part did 
it out of love For their country." 

Witnesses to the events told Reuters they knew of no students 
involved in violence or property damage. 

Diplomats said estimates of the numbers killed in Chengdu's unrest 
when security forces intervened range widely from about 20 to 300 
people. 

Five Sichuan University students were arrested, one of them accused 
of burning down a department store, said a school official. 

Local residents said they had heard the culprits were two ex-convicts 
in police employ. 

“It was definitely a set-up to make the demonstration look bad,” a 
teacher said. 

A public security official refused to comment. 

In the university conference hall some two-dozen handpicked 
students condemned the dissidents under the school authorities* watch- 
ful gaze.

University president Ling Libin said that since the June demonstra- 
tions an unspecified number of students had been sent to the coun- 
tryside to be straightened out. 

"They were asked to make social investigations of bow the peasants 
live,” she said. 

Although Chengdu is 1 ,600 km U ,000 miles) from the watchful eyes 
of the Beijing government, its local authorities are every bit as vi gilan t 
and taking no chances of another dissident outburst. 

Police have warned sLudents and other citizens not to speak to 
foreigners, a local reporter said. 

The provincial brand of surveillance has its comic aspects. 

A foreign journalist, followed around Chengdu by plainclothes 
policemen, was finally approached by their boss for a chat. 

It turned out that his unit was eager to make money “guiding” 
foreign visitors as it monitored their movements. But dwindling tourist 
arm als since the June t unnoil was h urting his business , he complained . 

The police boss said his employees posed as interpreters for visitors 
during a recent trade conference. 

“It was for their protection, of course,” he said.

WINDHOEK. (Reuter): President F W de Klerk is 
cashing in his diplomatic dividend from South 
Africa's departure from Namibia with an 
unprecedented series of meetings with foreign 
statesmen. 

De Klerk, who returns to South Africa on Thurs- 
day, is expected to claim at his farewell news con- 
ference that a big breach bas been made is his 
country's longstanding diplomatic isolation. 

Breakthrough 

The biggest breakthrough was De Klerk's cordial 
meeting with Soviet Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze, die highest-level diplomatic encoun- 
ter between the two governments. 

De Klerk has reaped the benefit not only of the 
decision to leave Namibia — taken by his predeces- 
sor P.W. Botha —but also of his own reforms inside 
South Africa. 

Shevardnadze and other foreign leaders also paid 
their calls on the man widely seen as South Africa’s 
president-in-waiting, African National Congress 
(ANC) leader Nelson Mandela. 

De Klerk held court amid the colonial splendour 
of South West Africa House, soon to be vacated by 
Pretoria and used as the official residence of 
President Sam Nujoma. 

Popular 

Mandela, easily the most popular foreign guest at 
the independence party among ordinary 
Namibians, was housed with his wife Winnie in a 
luxury house in a new suburb of Windhoek. 

Busy world statesmen who would normally 
expect private individuals to call on them have been 
making an exception for Mandela. 

Those who followed Shevardnadze to Mandela’s 
front door included West German Foreign Minister 
Hans-Dietrich Genscherand Indian Prime Minister 
V.P. Singh. 

African leaders who met De Klerk included 
President Jose Eduardo dos Santos of Angola, 
President Joaquxm Chissano of Mozambique and

Namibia’s independence on 
Wednesday, two tiny Spanish 
enclaves on Morocco’s 
Mediterranean coast remain the 
only — an oldest — colonies in 
Africa. 

Ceuta, population 71,000, and 
Melilla, population 55,000, were 
the last vestiges of colonialism, 
said Ahmed Alaoui, minister of 
state without portfolio and King 
Hassan's unofficial spokesman. 

Spain abandoned a protec- 
torate over north Morocco in 
1956. It later left Ifni, the south- 
ern Tarfaya desert strip and the 
Western Sahara, occupied by 
Morocco in 1976. 

“ There are no colonial 

territories left in Africa.... after 
the independence of Namibia, 
except on Morrocco’s 
Mediterranean coast/’ Alaoui 
wrote on Wednesday in the pro- 
government daily Le Matin. 

“It is to be hoped the cities will 
not become museums of colon- 
ialism, and that like all other 
powers Spain will renounce her 
last colonies and return them to 
Morocco.” 


King H assail and nationalists 
like the old guard Istiqlal Party 
say that if Madrid sees British- 
held Gibraltar as pan of Spain, 
them by the same token Centa 
amd Melilla are Moroccan. 

Portugal seized Ceuta in 1415 
and Spain sent a large Beet to 
occupy Melilla in 1497- Spain 
inherited Centa after King 
Sebastian of Portugal was slain 
in 1578. 

Madrid considers the enclaves 
integral parts of Spain, with 
Centa administered by Cadiz 
province and Melilla by Malaga. 

For centuries Morocco has 
sought to recover them. 

“It would be abnormal for 
Madrid to persist with a position 
that international morality has 
universally condemned,” Alaoui 
said. 

There are no signs Spain or 
Morocco will change their 
policies on the enclaves. 

In Madrid, a spokesman fen* 
the Ministry of Public Adminis- 
tration said plans to give them a 
measure of self-rule were still 
being studied by Parliament

Prime Minister Felipe Gonzales, 
at times suspected by con- 
servatives of planning to sell out 
the enclaves, hopes to push 
through the legislation by 1992, 
which diplomats say is likely to 
spark renewed protests from 
Morocco. 

Moroccan ciahnstoCeutaand 
Melilla, pressed by long sieges 
down the centuries, were played 
down after Spain agreed in 1975 
to evacuate its desert colony in 
Western Sahara where guerrillas 
are fighting Morocco for 
independence. 

Enclaves 

The enclaves . have large 
military garrisons and were used 
as springboards by General 
Francisco Franco in the Spanish 
civil war which "makes them a 
very sensitive issue wih the die- 
hard nrilitaxy in Spain,” a Span- 
ish political analyst said;

The report published yesterday proved the point made 
by Latif that pilots were unable to lift the plane, there 
seemed to be no manual control as the plane wen t down, 
with warnings of “Sir, we are going down” the last 
words of the pilots were “Oh shit!”. 

Recently the Association of Pilots in France expres- 
sed their concern about the safety of Airbus 320. I 
appreciate the decision of Gvil Aviation Authority of 
India to ground all their Airbus 320 soon after the 
accident and tire latest decision of Airbus not to 
operate Airbus 320s.

PA ? JS ,iS? , ,V X ves Laurent in his warmly 
applauded fall-winter fashion show last week joined 
tneEastern Europe folklore vogue and also shaped a 
softer look, shaving down his squared shoulders. 

But missing from his parade, which closed the 1 0- 
day exposition of some 100 designers for store 
buyers was Saint Laurent himself. Missing bisdos- 
mg bow for the. first time in 32 years, he was 
recuperating reportedly in a sanitorium from what 
. his salon said was extreme fatigue. 

Pierre Berge, his business partner, said after the 
show that he did not know how many weeks the 
designer would be recuperating. 

One of his models. Snamin Meghgi of West Ger- 
many, said with emotion backstage, “We wish he’d 
been, bene — we did it alt for him. " 

Saint Laurent’s Baljcan-Slavic long or short skirts 
and square jackets and gleaming evening suits were 
gay with bnght blue, red and gold peasant prints. As 
in a costume film they were festoon jd with lassies, 
chain belts, little handbags and embroidered boots. 

He next ventured into Scotland with suits mixing 
different plaids with black velvet lops. Giant 
pheasant feathers soared skyward from little Scott- 
ish caps or even shoulders. 

The panther prints that Saint Laurent originated 
appeared this time mixed with black ana while 
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itches for long or short chilTon evening gowns, a 
graceful success that closed the show. 

Coats were full and long, some with giant patch 
pockets. His suits took a more feminine turn, the 
shoulders smaller and the fit softer. One sweet green 
wool suit was edged with green velvet bands and 


another with zigzag multicoloured bands. The clas- 
sic suits appeared in black and white checks, gray or 
black. Leather suits in strong colours were piped in 
contrasting hues. 

Trousers meant black leather pants with a red 
jacket and perfectly tailored pants suits in khaki, 
gray and black “le smoking” for evening. 

The designer often called the king of world 
fashion, likes fringe to edge a draped dress and 
bolero, huge shawls, nice short knitted dresses and 
the sides of black leather trousers. 

He also leant weight to the hood hysteria gripping 
Paris by showing hooded parkas. And one of the 
show’s most breathtaking numbers was black silk 
evening trousers and blouse with a huge hood fram- 
ing the face. The gold sequin wedding gown that 
closed the show also was hooded. 

Other evening hits: short evening dresses with 
poufy taffeta mini skirls, long gold lame jackets 
showing just a strip of skirt underneath, black 
trousers pluss blazing green or turquoise satin 
tailored jackets and a casual ruffled dress closing 
like a bathrobe. 

In his last October show. Saint Laurent stunned 
his audience with an evening gown revealing one 
breast.

Blame mom, and babies too 


Insecure bonds 


NEW ORLEANS (AP): When 
babies fail to form trusting 
relationships between tbeir 
mothers, psychologists have 
long offered a quick answer: 
blame mom. 

Nowa new view is taking bold. 
Some infants — especially fussy 
ones — put up a barrier that has 
nothing to do with tbeir mothers' 
skills or compassion. 

In short, the new wisdom 
holds: blame baby, too. 

“The mother is off the hook, at 
least in part.” said Dr Carroll E. 
Izard. 

Delving into infan ts' emotions 
has become a rich field of 
research. Developmental psy- 
chologists are busy sorting out. ; 
emotionally responsive infants 
from stoic ones, tracking down 
the source of emotional respon- 
ses inside tbeir young heads and 
even measuring which side of 
babies' faces break into the 
brightest grins and the deepest 
frowns. 

- l 2 ard, a researcher at the 
University of Delaware, is 


challenging the traditional 
notion that mothers are entirely 
responsible for building secure 
relationships with their babies. 

He has found that babies who 
respond strongly and negatively 
to noises and other stimulation 
— in short, the very fussy one — 
are also most likely to develop 
poor bonds with their mothers. 

"Previous research puts the 
onus on the mother." said Izard. 
“Pm saying this is a two-way 
street. Characteristics of the 
infant contribute, as well.” 

His study, conducted on 81 
infants, found that those who 
cried the most, who demanded 
• the most attention and who put 
.- up the biggest fuss during mildly 
‘ stressful situations during their 
first months of life also turned 
out to be the least secure at 13 
months of age. 

He and his colleagues found 
they could use an electrocar- 
diogram to predict which new- 
borns would go on to have 
insecure bonds with Iheir moms. 
Those with the strongest vagal 


tone — a measure of the 
influence -of the brain on jLhe 
heart — later produced the high- 
est insecurity scores on psy- 
chological tests. 

In Izard's study, a quarter of 
the babies formed poor bonds 
with tbeir mothers. Other 
research has shown that such 
children are more likely to have 
psychological problems when 
they reached school age. such as 
extreme shyness and difficulty 
playing with other youngsters. 

The latest work suggests that 
the seeds for these social 
problems are sewn in a baby’s 
genes at birth. 

Izard outlined his findings 
recently at a meeting of the 
American Association for the 
Advancement of Science in New 
Orleans. Other researchers at the 
meeting described other ways of 
delving into the earliest emotions 
of childhood. 

For instance. Dr Tiffany Field 
of the University of Miami 
Medical School has tested 
babies* willingness to mimic 


grown-ups’ facial expressions of 
happiness, anger, sadness and 
surprise. About 20 per cent, it 
turns out, are great apers, burst- 
ing into wide grins and caping 
surprise in response to adult 
cues. Another 20 per cent slay 
stone-faced, while the rest fall 
somewhere in between. 

"Expressivity is something 
that is individually dillerent right 
from the start,” she said. 

Dr Nathan A. Fox of the 
University of Maryland had 
found that different emotions are 
seated in different sides of babies’ 
brains. He measured youngsters’ 
brain waves on EEGs. Among 
other things, he found that when 
babies smiled at their mothers, 
the left side of their brains was 
usually more active, while the 
right side seemed to be busier 
when they cried in anger. 

He believes thu learning more 
about how the frontal lobes of 
babies' brain mature will provide 
important clues to understand- 
ing the development of differen- 
ces in personality.

Help for 

babies 

with 

hearing loss 

ONLY three weeks after his birth, 
this baby is being tested for possi- 
ble hearing problems using 
revolutionary new equipment 
developed in Britain as part of a 
project by the Hearing Research 
Trust. 

Early detection of hearing loss 
is vita) if children are not to be 
robbed of the power of speech as 
well. Until now, even significant 
hearing foss had remained nndeo- 
ted in many children under three 
years of age. This machine is being 
used to test babies — particularly 
those in intensive care units — in 
several hospitals in the United 
Kingdom. This photograph was 
taken at St George’s Hospital in 
London, where work has been 
carried out for a number of years 
to try to detect deafness in babies 
in the first month of their fives. 

Development of the equipment 
came after a fundamental dis- 
covery on the working of the ear 
during research at Britain’s Ins- 
titute of Laryngology and 
Otology in London — that a heal- 
thy ear produces its own sounds or 
“echoes” in response to stimula- 
tion. 

Known as Programmable 
Otoacoustic Emission System 
(Poems), the equipment detects 
hearing loss by measmring a res- 
ponse signal emitted by the inner 
ear when it is stimulated by a 
signal from a probe placed gently 
in the ear as the baby is held in its 
parent's lap. The findings are 
printed out on the spot, offering a 
quick and easy means of identify- 
ing babies in need of further inves- 
tigation. 

So sensitive is the equipment 
that it can detect a hearing loss 
however slight, and an auditory 
brainstem response device is then 
used to measnre the degree of loss. 
Expert advice to parents and the 
early use or bearing aids will help 
children with hearing problems to 
develop language and speech. 

Scientists in Britain are now 
stnding the way in which this new 
equipment coaid help adults whose 
hearing, is beginning to be 
damaged by noise at their work- 
place.

Information exchange through Gulfnet 


GULFNET is the first 
computer network in the Arab 
world which connects central 
computers located in the 
academic and research 
institutions in the Arab Gulf 
countries to facilitate the 
exchange of inform au on 
between scientists and 
researchers in the region. The 
network was established in 
May, 198S with the assistance of 
IBM and links various modes 
through public leased telephone 
lines. A central computer in 
each country is to provide 
connectivity to the principal 
node at King Abdulaziz City for 
Science and Technology (Saudi 
Arabia) and also provides some 
central services to other nodes. 
At tbe present time, eleven 
universities and research 
institutions in Kuwait and 
Saudi Arabia are connected to 
GULFNET and few more are 
expected to join shortly. 

GULFNET is a store-and- 
forward network and is similar 
to B1TNET (USA) and EARN 
Europe in conceptual design 
and some other characteristics. 

It will, therefore, be helpful if we 
look at these two major 
networks in order to have a 
better understanding of 
GULFNET. 

BITNET was established in 
198 1 following a survey carried 
out by the City University of 
New York (CINY) of 50 
universities located on the 
eastern coast of the United 
Stales asking their opinion 
about the need for an easy-to- 
use and economical petwork for 
inter-university communication. 

The response was 
overwhelmingly positive and the 
first BITNET link between 
CUNY and Yale University was 
established in May in 1 98 1 . 

Since then, over 1 ,400 
computers in 400 member 
institutions have been 
connected to the network. 

Remote Spooling 
Communication Subsystem 
(RSCS) protocols were selected 
by BITNET for its' . 
communication sy stemssiiice 
most of the institutions who had 
initially joined the network 
hand IBM computers running 
under VM370 systems. Besides, 
RSCC was considered adequate 
to support a large network as it 
was being used by IBM for its 
own network. It may, however, 
be pointed out that BITNET is 
not restricted to IBM computers 
only. Any computer wi th a 
software package installed 
which emulates a remote station 
and communicates using RSCS 
protocols can become a 
BITNET node. In fact, several 
VAX and CDC Cyber range 
computers are attached to 
BITNET. 

Success of BITNET in the 
United Stales stimulated in 
interest of several European 
academic and research 
institutions in connecting; their 
computers and fostering inter- 
university communication iinks 
between themselves and their 
counterparts in America. At tins 
point, IBM offered its support 
and established the European 
Academic and Research 
Network (EARN)jn February 
of 1984. r 

The role ofIBM was to 
initiate the network, provide 
financial and technical support 
during its developmental stages 
and to promote the network 
internationally. Uses of EARN 
included electronic mail, data 
and programme exchange, 
computer conferencing, access 
to remove applications, 
database enquiries and updates 
and remote access to libraries. 

The main goal of EARN was 
to provide the European 
academic community with a 
computer network for academic 
and research institutions - 
throughout Europe. The 
emphasis of EARN according 
to IBM, was on science, 
research and education rather 
than on network technology. 

EARN attracted the attention 
of a large number of universities 
and research institutions in 
several European countries and 
within-a period of three years 


High-speed network links scientists across Atlantic 
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die New Trans-Atlantic fink will 
speed the exchange of 
information in areas such as 
global weather changes, 
mapping the human gene, 
analysing reactions in panicle • 
physics and predicting weather. 

European and US researchers 
will beable to exchange 
information at the network 
speed of I .5 million bits per 
second, or almost 200,000 .. _ 
characters per second .

today's computer networks to 
handle sophisticated graphics 
from several locations at once. 

Later this year. NSFNET- 
should go to 45 million bits per 
second, about 5.6 million 
characters per second, in the 
United States, according to the 
announcement of the new 
network at the National Net '90 
Networking Conference. 

The trans-Atlantic'fibre optic 


cable will remain limited to 1 .5 
million bits per second. 

Network officials 
demonstrated prototype 
equipment that transmitted 
information between 
Washington and Ann Arbor. 
Michigan at 45 million bit per 
second. 

“It is clear that this kind of 
collaboration has the potential 
to speed up the research process 
and lead us to new scientific, 
breakthroughs that today we 
cannot even imagine.” said 
Wolff. 


about 400 nodes were 
established in various countries 
of Europe including Austria. 
Belgium, Denmark. Finland, 
France, Germany, Greece. 
Iceland. Ireland, Netherlands, 
Norway. Portugal. Spain. 
Sweden, Switzerland, Turkey 
and the United Kingdom. 
EARN was later connected to 
BITNET to allow increased 
communication across the 
Atlantic. 

Objectives by Gulfnet 

The main purpose of 
establishing GULFNET was to 
provide an infrastructure to 
facilitate the exchange of data, 
information and messages 
between scientists and 
researchers in the Arab Gulf 
countries who have access to 
computers connected to the 
network. Other objectives were 
to stimulate informal 
communication and promote 
co-operation in research 
projects. 

Characteristics 

GULFNET selected the same 
techn olog y as that used for 
BITNET and EARN. It is a 
store -and- forward network and 
utilizes the transmission 
techniques of the JES2/JES3 or 
RSCS subsystems of the IBM 
computing system HVS and 
VM respectively. Emulation 
could be made available for 
several other non-IBM systems. 
For example, VAX- 1 computers 
running under tbe VMS 
opera ting system and using 
JETNET software appear to be 
IBM computers running under 
VM/SP and can be connected to 
the network. 

Governance 

The network is open to non- 
profit academic and research 
institutions in the Arab Gulf 
region and is managed by the 
member institutions. A steering 
committee consisting of 
representatives from 
participating modes formulates 
rules and regulations for the 
governance of the network. The 


technical committee implements 
all facilities and services of the 
network, monitors its 
performance and maintains 
statistics on load and line. The 
awareness committee is 
responsible for promoting the 
use of network facilities. 

Uses 

GULFNET is being used by 
its members for the transfer of 
data, files, programmes and 
other communication. A multi- 
purpose user-friendly electronic 
mail system was designed to 
allow transmission of pre- 
defined form(s) from one node 
to the other. Users of KACSTs 
information services utilise this 
facility to send their requests for 
online searching. KACST, on its 
part, conducts searches on 
national and international data 
bases and transmits the search 
results to requestors through the 
network. KACST also utilises 
network facilities to distribute 
its weekly current-awareness 
bulletin to about sixty outside 
subscribers via GULFNET. 

The principal node at 
KACST has also installed a 
server machine on its computer 
called NETSERV which 
contains information on the 
network, location of nodes, 
users' names and addresses, 
procedures to communicate 
with each other and general < 
advice on how to use the 
network facilities. Allusers of 
the network can access 
NETSERV by engering a 
command line. 

Users of GULFNET can also 
sent interactive messages to 
their colleagues who are logged 
on to the same computer or to 
another computer connected 
with the network. The network 
has greatly enhanced the 
capabilities of the academia and 
researchers affiliated with 
different institutions in the 
region to work on joint projects 
and collaborate in writing 
scientific papers. They can also 
use conferencing and bulletin 


board facilities available in the 
system. 

One of the most imponanL 
uses of the network facilities is 
the area of online searching of 
national and international data 
bases. KACST is now accessing 
hundreds of data bases available 

through DIALOG. BRS. 
ORBIT, STN, NEWSNET. 
LEXIS. NEXIS AND IRS/ESA 
and is conducting over 3,000 
searchers each year for users in 
the kingdom. This service is 
provided free of charge to all 
scientists and researchers 
without any regard to their 
location and affiliation. 
GULFNET facilities are 
utilized by KACST to receive 
search requests and to transmit 
the search results. In addition. 
GULFNET member 
institutions can also search the 
following national data bases 
produced by KACST: 

Science and Technology 
Bibliographic Data Base 
(English) 

This da la base covers all the 
scientific documents written by 
Saudi nationals, published in 
Saudi Arabia, funded by Saudi 
agencies and/or of interest to 
Saudi Arabia. There are about 
38.500 records in this data base 
and each record contains full 
bibliographic data, detailed 
abstract and several descriptors. 
The data base covers all types of 
documents including journals, 
articles, technical reports, 
government documents, books 
and theses. It is updated every 
week and approximately 5.000 
records are added to the data 
base each year. 

Science and Technology 
Bibliographic Data Base 
(Arabic) 

This unique bibliographic 
data base in the Arab world 
contains over 19,000 records 
relating to scientific and 
technical literature in the 
Kingdom of Saudi Arabia.

The Union List of Periodicals 
Data base provides information 
about serial titles held by the 
university and special libraries 
in the Kingdom of Saudi 
Arabia. About 1 3,400 records 
have already been entered in this 
data base which is available for 
online searching from any 
remove location in the Gulf 
region through the network 
facilities. KACST is now 
computerising the Union List of 
Arabic Periodicals compiled by 
the King Saud University 
Library in 1986. 

This list will also be made 
available to network member- 
institutions for online searching. 

Current Awareness Data 
Base

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Ethics in battling the virus

W HEN Robert Morris, a 
post-graduate student ai 
Cornell Unversity, was charged 
with planting a computer virus 
in a major scientific network in 
1988, many people gleefully 
identified with him as a seeming 
underdog. 

But computer experts said 
such an attitude shows 
ignorance of the true hazards of 
computer viruses and the thorny 
technical and legal issues they 
pose. 

“Technical measures against 
viruses are very limited. So the 
biggest strides will be in ethics 
— convincing people that 
electronic crime is bad," said 
Stanley Kurzban of 
International Business 
Machines (IBM). 

Computer viruses are 
programmes that, when entered 
into a computer, execute 
instructions of the programmes 
author. These instructions 
might just be to display a 
humourous message. But 
viruses can also erase files, alter 
stored data or replicate 
themselves repeatedly until a 
computer system is 
overwhelmed.

T HIS year's International 
Solid Stale Circuits 
Conference — the world’s top 
platform for announcing new 
developments in microchips, 
held every February in San 
Francisco — marked a year of 
incremental raLher than 
dramatic advance. 

Although most ISSCCs have 
at least one example of an 
emerging generation of dynamic 
RAM (random access memory) 
chips, this year's conference did 
not improve on the 16-megabit 
ones shown in 1989. Next year 
will see the first 64-megabit 
chips. 

However, there was plenty of 
action among the 
microprocessors, whose power 
is exploding. Their performance 
and transistor-count has 
doubled in 1 2 months from an 
average of 29 mips (millions of 
instructions per second) to an 
average 58 mips. Advances in 
microprocessor technology have 
been proceeding faster than in 
other kinds of microchip, which 


Potential danger growing 


They are called viruses 
because they can jump from file 
to file in a computer and from 
computer to computer in a 
network. They are undetectable 
to the average user until 
activated. 

The virus planted by Morris, 
whose father is a computer 
security expert at the US 
National Security Agency, 
entered Internet, a network of 
more than 150,000 computers 
used by scientists and the 
military around the world. 

Such networks are used for 
publishing, storing and 
communicating data. 

The virus was responsible for 
damage estimated at tens of 
millions of dollars and brought 
important scientific research to 
a halt before it was -identified 
and stopped. 

Morris was convicted in 
January of violating the 1986 
Computer Fraud and Abuse 
Act and awaits sentencing. He 
could get up to five years in 
prison and a fine of 5250,000. 

The Morris virus was 
unusual. Most have been 


confined to personal computers 
and have done little real 
damage. 

Their intent has been more 
malicious than pernicious, a 
reflection of the youthfulness of 
most perpretatore, computer 
enthusiasts known as 
“hackers.” 

Dangers 

The potential danger, 
however, is great and growing 
as an era of personal computing 
done in isolation gives way to 
large-scale networking, opening 
up new channels For viruses to 
spread. 

“We need to change our 
image of the perpetrator from 
one of the graduate student 
playing a prank to one of a 
villain. It could be organised 
crime, banks or big 
corporations," said Fred 
Weingarten, senior associate of 
the US Congressional Office of 
Technology Assessment. 

“We need to think about the 
potential of organised crime. I 
would be astounded if organised 
crime wasn't interested in the 
potential of these systems and

Traditions 

The microprocessor market is 
seen as more open to new 
participants and ideas than it 
has been for many years. Until 
recently the received industry 
wisdom was that the established 
position of the traditional 
microprocessor makers (Intel. 
Motorola), and the large 
installed software base, made 
them impregnable. 

One example of this 
expansiveness is a new 
microprofessor architecture 
shown for the first time at the 
1990 ISSCC by Philips/ 
Signetics: the VLIW (very long 
instruction word — longer than 
64 bit) microprocessor. Hie 
chairman of the microprocessor 
session. Jim Slager of Sun 
Microsystems, said that VLIW 
architecture “may result in an 
entire new wave of chips which 


would rival the recent wave of 
Rise chips." 

Another radical departure in 
microprocessors was a move 
away from the industry- 
standard 5Y power supply. IBM 
and DEC gave papers on 3.6V 
and 3.3V microprocessors 
respectively. It is expected that a 
new, lower, industry standard 
will become accepted. 

The rapid increase in the 
performance of microprocessors 
affects all the other types of 
chip. A speed ed-up 
microprocessor makes it 
necessary to have speeded-up 
chips surrounding it if the full 
benefit is to follow through into 
the products into which they are 
built. 

The static RAMs at the 1990 
ISSCC were extremely fast and 
surprisingly low-powered, 
which suggests they have been 
designed with portable 
equipment in mind. It appears

Perfect technical solutions are 
theoretically posable but they 
would be extremely expensive or 
would impose unacceptable 
restrictions on computer access, 
according to experts interviewed 
here at a recent meeting of the 
American Association for the 
Advancement of Science.

The 
computer industry has to come 
of age and live by the rules 
everybody else does.” Hoffman 
said. 

“Computer systems of the 
future can and should have 
certain anti-viral protection 
built in as standard equipment. 
Like seat belts, these safeguards 
won’t offer perfect protection, 
but computers with them will be 
a lot safer."

CMOS is the 
technology which delivers the 
best trade-off between density, 
power and speed, and BiCMOS 
remains a technology whose 
time has not yet come.

Unix International, the 
advisory group made up of 
Unix System V users and AT & 
T revealed its Road Map, the 
document that is meant to guide 
Unix,development for the 
future. The highlights of the 
Road Map include staged 
releases of System V, 
enhancement of features such as 
jfc increased security, and plans for 
symmetric multiprocessing, 
transaction processing and 
distributed computing. At the 
same time, the Open Software 
Foundation unveiled its own 
rival version of Unix. Early 
working versions of OSF/ 1 . 
based on the Mach kernel 
developed in the US, have been 
shipped to foundation 
members. HP, IBM, and DEC, 
all members of the foundation, 
have publicly expressed their 
intentions to switch from their 
current Unix system to OS/I. 

There were several 
announcements at the show 
giving the impression that Unix 
w is using its networking' 
capability to expand into 
commercial , financial and 
business circles.

E UROPE accounted for 
almost half of I WS's world- 
wide sales of nearly S50 billion- 
worth of personal computers. 
With pundits predicting that 
sales of PCs in the United States 
w ill grow by a mere 5 per cent 
this year. Europe's proportion is 
sure to rise. By the end of 1990. 
the conu'neni’could account for 
as much as 60 per cent of the 
market. 

Shipments to Europe of 
personal computers have 
doubled during the past three 
years, and are expected nearly 
to double again by 1 994 
according to a Dataquesi. a 
specialist research organisation. 

The buoyancy of the 
European market is the result of 
relativle backwardness. In 
America there are three PCs for 
every ten office workers; in 
Europe there are still only three 
for every 20 office workers. In 
an efTort to catch up. the 
European market grew in 1988 
by 50 per cent and last year by a 
further 40 per cent. DaLaquest 
reckons that resulted in total 
sales for the year of $22.5 
billion. 

PCs are the fastest-growing 
end of the world's fastest- 
growing industry. By the end of 
the 1 990s electronics could well 
have overtaken oil and cars to 
become the world's biggest 
industry. It is still an industry 
dominated by US 
manufacturers; the main makers 
of PCs (led by IBM) are 
American; the chips they use are 
American (either IBM's own, 
Intel's or Motorola's); and the 
software system they run on are. 
for the most part, created in the 
United States. 

That said, it is also an 
industry that knows no 
boundaries; American PCs sold 
in Western Europe are often 
assembled from parts made all 
over the Far EasL And if 
manufacturers have their way. 


they may soon be assembled in 
Eastern Europe from 
components made there. 

In 1 990. three American 
companies IBM. Compaq 
and Apple - will again 
dominate the European market 
for PCs. just as they did the year 
before. Their mainEuropean 
challenger. Olivetti, mid 
doubled the market share of its 
next closest American rivals — 
Commodore and Hewlett- 
Packard - but still lost ground 
to those two as well as to the 
three biggest American firms. 

Last year. Olivetti uied to 
steal a march on its rivals by 
becoming the first big 
international manufacturer to 
produce a PC based on the new 
Intel 486 — a powerful new 32- 
bit chip that enables its machine 
to operate at 1 5 mips (millions 
of instructions per second). Yet 
that product was more 
American than European: it was 
developed in Olivetti's 
laboratories in Cupertino, 
California, not at the company's 
base in ivrea, at the eastern end 
of Europe's high-tech southern 
sunbelt. 

Zappy chips 

Europeans are rapidly 
developing an appetite (or PCs 
that are not only efficient but 
fast Loo. Dataquest forecasts 
that by the end ofI991 sales of 
PCs equipped with the powerful 
new 486 chips will be outselling 
those using the slower 286 chip 
and, by 1 994, could even be 
outselling the increasingly 
popular lap-top computers. 

Manufacturers are 
scrambling to come out wiLh the 
latest and the best. In December 
IBM unveiled its up-da led 
version of the PS2/2 PC using 
the 486 chip. This followed the 
earlier introduction of a kit with 
which to boost existing and 
slower versions of the PS/2. 

The pace of change is forcing 
manufacturers to think on their 


feet. Their job is being jnade 
trickier by changes in: \ 

• Product definitions: 
Distinctions between PC's, 
minicomputers, and main 
frames arc becoming blurred. 
Today's lop-of*ihe-raiige 
business PC - such asj the 
Apollo from Hewlett-Packard 
- - will process information at 
the rate of 100 mips. Thai is ten 
limes faster than a big 
mainframe at the beginning of 
the 1980s. 

Even among PCs definitions 
are changing. Up to Sa.000 most 
PCs are cither word processors 
or slow home computers. For a 
really powerful machine you 
once had to pay S2O.O0O or 
more. No longer. A Dell PC 
with a speed of 20 mips can now 
be bought for as little is S2.SG0. 

The increasing spec i at which 
PCs can operate is pre ving a big 
problem for manufacturers with 
a range of prod ucis.

tried to outflank the so-called 
‘clones' — machines that use Lhe 
same operating systems by 
bringing out its then radical PS.

Once legal squabbles over 
proprietary rights to the 
software involved fade away, so 
rival makers of PCs are likely to 
introduce similar devices 
(known as GUIs, graphics user 
interfaces) for changing displays 
on the screen. These will all be 
attempts to make the PC more 
user-friendly, and to encourage 
more and more people to keep 
one of their desk. 

Beyond doubt is the fact Lhat 
the market for PCs is becoming 
more sophisticated and more 
competitive. The 1 960s saw Lhe 
arrival of the mainframe 
computer: the 1970s the 
minicomputer; and the 1980s 
the revolutionary PC. The next 
decade will probably witness the 
linking of all but the most 
powerful mainframes. 

"There will be PCs on all 
desks in every business." says 
Eckhard Pfeiffer, international 
president of Compaq. "They 
will all be tied together in 
networks, and they will be very 
high-performance products. 
These PCs will be connected 
world-wide, with open systems 
and siardards." 

Compaq has good reason for 
feeling confident that its share 
of the market will continue to 
grow. Its up-market mix of 
products has given it unusually 
wide margins ( 1 8 per cent 
compared with the 10- 12 per 
cent of its rivals), helped by its 
lean marketing set-up — it 
operates entirely through 
dealers which keeps costs down. 

In consequence, its sales in 
Europe have zoomed from 
practically nothing to SI billion 
in five years. 



Need for effective network management grows 


T HE need for network 
man agementinmany 
organisations has grown in 
paratiel-witb tbegrowth in -the 
- use of networks: With more ' 
users having more application: 
with the merging of disparate 
technologies in both mainframe 
and network products; with 
pressures from management lo 
reduce costs and users 
demanding high availability 
with consistently good service,

Increasingly network 
managers are giving thought to 
overcoming problems before ; . 
availability and service, 
thresholds are exceeded when 
often it is loo late. The fusion of 
computer and 

telecommunications strategies 
from a variety of equipment and 
protocols are fuelling the 
demand for fast and error-free 
communications networks. This 
is. in turn, driving the 
development of network 


management systems. The 
fusion of computer and 
telecoms strategies from a 
variety 'of equipmendand 
protocols are fuelling the 
demand for fast and error-free 
communications networks. 
Indeed user expectations of 
permanent availability and 
adequate service levels from 
expensive networks which are 
continually changing, which are 
becoming increasingly more 
varied and complex, and are 
under Light budget control, are 


just some of the forces driving 
the development of network 
ranagement systems. 

International Data 
Corporation (IDC) have 
estimated the market for 
network management systems 
in 1991 to be around $150 
million and it is growing at a 
rale of 32 per cent per annum. 

What is network 
management? 

Network management is the 
co-ordination of all resources 
necessary to plan, install. 


operate, administer, analyse, 
evaluate, and design 
communications networks to 
meet service objectives at 
reasonable cost with optimal 
capacity. 

Currently there are twenty or 
more vendors offering some 
form of network management 
system. Offerings include host 
based software, modem 
management systems, intelligent 
tech control systems, 
sophisticated 'matrix control 
systems, network performance 


management systems, et al; and 
Lhose systems which integrate 
several of the above features. 

The days are long passed 
when a network management 
system was merely designed to 
highlight faults. Likewise a 
network management system is 
more than a conglomeration of 
software to provide statistics on 
the use of the network. A 
network management system, 
by definition, should be an 
information provider regarding 
faults and usage trends, but. 


more importantly, the system 
must have the built in capability 
to modify the network 
configuration to maintain 
service level objectives. In 
particular there is a need for 
intelligently controlled 
electronic switching lo 
complement traditional 

patching, A/B switching, 
monitoring and alarming 
equipment to highlight, record, 
and reroute around, network 
problems.

T he modular design of the 
IBM PC family is crucial to 
its success.

For charting 
and graphics, IBM offered an 
alternative railed a ‘high 
resolution' colour graphics 
standard,CGA (colour graphics 
adaptor). As well as seeing the 
screen as 25 lines by 80 
characters. CGA was able to 
divide it up into ‘picture 
elements' (or ‘pixels* for short) 
— tiny dots ot light used to 
create graphic pictures. 

In four colour mode CGA 
could handle 320 by 20 pixels.

This standard was sadly famous 
for its poor rendition of text and 
its eye-watering blink whenever 
the screen scrolled. Few desktop 
machines retained it, although a 
workable monochrome variant 
(cured of the blinking) is still 
used for the LCD screens of the 
cheaper portables. 

CGA was replaced by EGA 
as a business standard in the 
raid 1980s.

quality of your display. A basic 
VGA colour moaitdr(whicfi has 
a resolution of 640 by. 480 pixels

^ prices. If you like that resolution 
^ but don’t need colour, you can 
get a VGA monochrome (black 
plus shades of one colour, 
usually gray) display for as lowas 
$ 1 50, plus another 5 1 50-5200 for 
d VGA card. 

But what about obsolescence? 
Basic VGA has been around 
since 1987 — a long time in the 
fast-paced world of relentlessly 
advancing computer . tech- 
nology. Super VGA (800-by 600- 
pixel resol lition or higher) hit the 
market some lime ago; you can 
find a good display in this 
category for as low as $450. Even 
more spectacular resolution, 
going beyond basic and super 
VGA — , 1 ,024 by 768 pixels — 
will cost you at least $600. Now ■ 
manufacturers are promoting 
monitors That sport gigantic 19- 
I and 20-inch screens and four- 
figure price tags.. 

In addition to high resolution . 
you’ll hear other buzz words 
used to describe the VGA 
options available today, and 
they'll raise questions you need 
to answer before you move uo to 
VGA: Do you want a colour 
monitor or a gray-scale mono- 
chrome monitor? When should 
you choose a fixed-frequency 
monitor over a multiscanning 
monitor? What’s the difference 
between analog and digital? Are 
dot pitch and convergence impor- 
tant? And what do manufac- 
turers mean when they talk about 
features such as noninterlaced 
28kHz-50kHz with 85 141 A cam- 

paiibility ? . 

Obviously, monuor shopping 
involves more than choosing bet- 
ween a beige box or a white box 
with a tilt-and-swivel base. To 
reduce the confusion, I translate 
the technical terminology into 
understandable pros.and cot® 
for choosing one oftoday sVGA 
and betlcr-than-VGA displays.. 

Once you know your options, 
you’ll want to give a monitor the 
“eyeball" test — probably the 
best way, in the long run, to 
. choose a device you’ll be sitting 
with, face to face, for sc i many 
bobrsaday.

VGA standard of fixed 
freq uency or whether you want a 
multiscanning monitor. To ans- 
wer that, you must understand 
how an image appears on screen 
and how the speed with which it 
appears can afiect what you see. 

A colour monitor has three 
electron guns, which “paint" an 
image on screen one line at a 
time.- At basic VGA resolution, 
that means they target each of 
640 horizontal dots made tip of 
red. green, and blue phosphors; 
move back to do the next line; 
and repeat this for 480 lines. 
After the guns have painted the 
last line, ihey start over at the top 
of the screen to ensure that the 
image doesn’t fade. To fool the 
eye into seeing a flicker-free 
image, the entire screen must be 
redrawn 60 times per second — a

rate, of 60 Hertz (HzfcfiO cycles 
per second: Some VGA inodes 
use a vertical frequency of 70Hz. 
The VGA’s teft-to-rigbt scan- 
ning speed, horizontal frequency.

(kHz), or 31,500 times per 
second. 

A monitor that can scan at 
different frequencies can display 
different resolutions. While a 
fixed-frequency VGA monitor 
can switch between the several 
fixed frequencies needed to sup- 
port the modes of a VGA adapter 
(including CGA and EGA), a 
multiscanning, or multi- 
synchronous, unit can sense and 
adjust to whatever frequency an 
adapter sends to it. Traditional 
muftiscanning monitors aixept 
digital and analog input, shifting 
backward for an old MDA or 
CGA card or forward for the 
beyond-VGA ' resolutions of 
newer cards. Some newer multi- 
scanning monitors accept only 
analog signals and therefore 
work only at VGA or beyond- 
VGA. resolutions. Multiscan- 
ning monitors cost more but are 
wiser investments for 
accomodating future video stan- 
dards. 

Other baying considerations 

When you mink you’re ready 
to shop, remember that VGA 
monitors require VGA adapter 
cards or VGA on the mother- 
board. No matter what kind of 
monitor you choose, it must 
work with your PCs video adap- 
ter and your software. (For more 
details about VGA cards, see 


a VGA adapter. The monitor 
uses these analog voltage levels 
to fine-tune its red, green, and 
blue colour guns to display a vir- 
tually infinite spectrum of 
colours. Digital monitors have 9- 
pin plugs that carry only distinct 
on/ofT signals; combinations of 
these signals can generate only a 
limited number of colours. 

Fixed frequency VGA mon- 
itors are strictly analog; multis- 
canning models include a second 
cable or plug adapter that works 
with older video cards. The 
second plug is a waste of money if 
you have an analog VGA card 
but a lifesaver if you plan to use 
your old CGA or EGA adapter 
with your new monitor while sav- 
ing to buy a new card. A small but 
growing number of monitors 
also have National Television 
Standards Comm ittee (NTSC) 


composi Le- video inputs to cap- 
ture video images. 

The first monitor to allow both 
digital and analog input and a 
range of vertical and horizontal 
scanning frequencies, the NEC 
Multisyne, was such a hit that 
many other manufacturers have 
built their own multi scanning 
monitors (which, to the dismay 
of NEC’s trademark lawyers, 
many folks refer to as multisync 
monitors). They boast wide 
frequency ranges planned for 
compatibility with past, present, 
and future graphics. Today’s 
Multisync 3D. for example, can 
grab any signal from 15.5kHz- 
38kHz horizontally and 50Hz- 
90Hz vertically. 

What really matters, though, 
is what you see on screen. Let 
monitor and adapter companies 
worry about frequencies. The 
important numbers to keep in 
mind, you'll see as you read on, 
are those indicating resolution: 
640 by 480 pixels, 800 by 600 
pixels, and 1,024 by 768 pixels. 
VGA: more of what yon want 

Different software places dif- 
ferent demands on your PCs dis- 
play. Despite the surge in 
popularity of graphics programs 
ana windowing environments, 
most users still work mainly with 
character-based software that 
tests a monitor’s text quality. 
Your word processor and 
database probably stick to an 80- 
column, 25-inch layout (which 
scrolls faster than a fancy gra- 
phics display, since redrawing 
the screen involves changing

can spend a small fortune for a 
super-duper mega-monitor, but 
if you don’t have the special 
video-driver software usually 
supplied with your adapter card, 
your favourite program won't be 
able to use the extra resolution, 
and all you’ll see is regular VGA. 

In addition to the right kind of 
adapter, VGA requires an analog 
monitor, rather than a digital 
monitor. Identified by their 15- 
pin cable connectors, analog 
monitors read minute variances 
m three signal voltages sent from 


only 2.000 character locations 
instead ofhundreds of thousands 
of pixels). Many video cards 
allow a bigger view of text based 
software, displaying 43 or 50 
lines (or, using pixel-by-pixel 
graphics, up to 132 columns) of 
compact characters so you can 
see more columns of your 
spreadsheet at once. 

Another group of users 
favours graphics software such 
as drawing and painting 
programs. games. and 
educational packages. The top 
priority for artistic types is 
colour: a display that has as 


many colours as possible to 
choose from and makes those 
colours as bright and vivid as 
they can be. 

By contrast, fans of still 
another software 1 category 
appreciate pretty colours but are 
most concerned with (ligh resolu- 
tion: getting the sharpest, most 
detailed display available. Users 
specialising in desktop publish- 
ing and computer-aided design 
(CAD) programs fit in this 
category, as do those who use 
screen-filling environments such 
as Microsoft Windows. 

As you'd expect, these 
categories overlap: colour can 
clarify CAD drawings or give 
pleasing foregrounds and back- 
grounds to text programs. But by 
any measure, VGA beats earlier, 
outdated graphics standards. 
IBM's 198f CGA (Colou cr Gra : . 
phics Adapter) offered fuzzy text . 
and Stone Age graphics with a 
horizontal-by-vertical resolu- 
tion of 320 by 200 pixels (four 
colours) or 640 by 200 pixels (two 
colours). The 1 984 EGA (Enhan- 
ced Graphics Adapter) was a big 
improvement — sharper text, 
640-by 350-pixed resolution, and 
16-colour graphics. 

VGA has a crisper text display 
than either CGA or EGA and 
increases 16-colour resolution to 
640 by 480 pixels. ?or games and 
paint programs, ^‘revitalises the 
old 320 by 200 mbde, with 256 
colours on screen at once from a 
palette of over £60,000. (The 
EGA offers 64 colours). VGA 
also includes CCjA ana EGA 
inodes, so it's compatible with 
your old software; 

You can still j>uy CGA and 
EGA raonotorsi sometimes 
called RGB monitors (after the 
three primary colour singals — 
red, green, and . blue — which 
combine to makejdiffcrcnt hues). 
Most mail-orderi houses charge 
$200-5250 for &:CGA monitor 
and S300-$350 for an EGA mon- 
itor. Jfyou bought a Tandy 1000 
last Christmas,' Radio Shack 
probably threw in a low-resolu- 
tion colour monitor for free. But 
these days, CGA] and EGA mon- 
itors are mostly l^sed as auxiliary 
displays that plug into laptop 
computers. 

The cheapest choice: Hercules 

While CGA 1 and EGA are 
dead, one pre-VGA standard is 
still around: the. Hercules Gra- 
phics Card, in vdqted by Hercules 
Computer Technology Inc. to 
show graphics on monitors used 
by IBM's text-only Mono- 
chrome Display Adapter 
(MDA) and subsequently cloned 
by dozens of generic video ven- 
dors. Five midutes of scanning 
the classifieds jwill find a Her- 
cules-compatible graphics card 
for under $50 arid a TTL (digital) 
monochrome ; monitor- priced 
under S100. Some mail-order 
computers still offer thiscombin- 
ation as standard equipment. 

If money is tight and you work 
mostly with tefc-based software, 
Hercules is ah! acceptable solu- 
tion. Text, including underlining 
and boldface, looks sharp, and 
nearly all graphics programs 
support Hercules’ 720- by 348- 
pixel resolution. It’s fine for Win- 
dows and not bad for desktop 
publishing. On the other hand, 
although Hercules resolution is 
good, it can't show Colour- 
Games (the few that support 
Hercules) look lifeless, and bar 
chans appear in crosshatch pat- 
tents instead of different colours. 

Software is becoming more 
colourful all the lime, and colour 
dispiays are simply more enjoya- 
ble than monochrome, so I can't 
really recommend Hercules to 
anyone bying today — especially 
with basic VGA prices failing as 
they are.

If you aren’t certain what to 
include in your business plan, 
the sparse but informative 108- 
page booklet lays out the steps 
in simple, unintimidating 
language. The writers of the 
documentation were obviously 
attentive to the needs of home 
businesses: in addition to 
instructions for using the 
software and an item-by-item 
business plan outline, it 
provides the kind of general 
business advice that most 
entrepreneurs need. 


When you have completed 
your research, crunched your 
financials, and written your 
report, you must print the plan 
with your word processor 
because Toolkit doesn’t have its 
own printing capability.

The _ 
executive summary is cnticaL 
It has to be well thought out 
and de tailed- Include market 
potential for theprodnet or 
service, its benefits or 
features, and expected 
financial results. 

• Identify your revenue 
sources. Because venture 
capitalists often want to get 
in and outof a deal in less 
than ten years, you’ll want to 
emphasize your company's 
fast growth. Try to present it 
as salable or able to go 
public. If. on the other hand, 
you intend to pitch your 
accountant, dentist, and 
father-in-law, you might 
want to emphasize long-term 
growth instead. 

• Push the numbers. Work 
on your finances so that you 
understand them. Get several 
quotes from competing 
vendors to estimate how 
much your rent will be or 
how much your raw 
materials will cost. You'll 
learn more about your 
business and prove you have 
yonr bases covered. 

• Venture capitalists invest 
in people, not ideas. A great 
business plan without an 
experienced, committed 
sponsor is doomed.

Fibre optics may help computers run on light 


NEW family of materials 


that could prove a bean to 
fibre optical communications 
and help to develop computers 
that run on light has been 
discovered by researchers at the 
University of Sussex. 

Called non-linear materials, 
they respond to light by rear- 
ranging the electric charges in 
their molecular structure so as 
to increase their ability to bend 
light, change its colour, or even 
to act as mirrors. 


Many believe that such 
optical materials will eventually 
lake over tasks now performed 
with chip technology. For 
instance, the ability to store 
information as a three- 
dimensional hologram rather 
than as millions of bits of 
information on a silicon chip 
may make it easier to discern 
patterns, so a computer can 
recognise a face or a fingerprint 
However, for practical use in 
telecommunications and 


computers, scientists have been 
striving to find non-linear 
materials that also boast 
desirable mechanical properties 
like strength and rigidity. 

In the latest issue of Nature, 
the Sussex team, led by Dr Ken 
Seddon and Prof. Tony 
McCaffery, reveals how it has 
managed this feat by growing 
crystals of a non-linear material 
in a transparent polymer akin to 
Perspex. Their method has been 
patented by the BP Venture 


Research Unit, which funded 
the work. The method was first 
thought of by Dr Paul Calvert, 
one of the team who has now 
joined the brain drain to the 
United States, and perfected by 
Nazar Azoz. 

Astonishingly, by cooking the 
material in a special way, they 
were able to line up the crystals 
of the non-linear material in 
neat ranks. It is only through 
ranking the crystals in this way 
that that their properties can be 


best displayed. 

The resulting material is a 
kind of composite containing an 
elegant arrangement of 
molecules that is normally 
found in nature in the guise of 
bone, teeth and shells. 

Scientists hope that the new 
generation of non-linear 
materials will help them exploit 
light, which can in theory cany 
and process information more 
efficiently than electricity. 

The materials will provide the 


means to split, bend and 
manipulate light to form the 
basis of an optical computer or 
operate telephone networks 
based on optical fibres. 

The key to these uses is the 
materials' non-linear properties 
— for instance, the ability of 
some materials to bend tight 
changes with the passage of. 
tight or under the influence of 
electric fields, so they can be - 
converted into optical switches 
or even optical amplifiers^* __ .

I N JANUARY, a small 
computer error at an 
exchange in New Jersey led to a 
major failure of the vast US- 
wide AT&T telephone _ 
network. For nine hours, over 
half the long-distance telephone 
calls attempted in the US failed 
to eel through. 

Though ihe fault occurred on 
a public holiday, when most 
businesses were closed the 
failure nevertheless caused 
nation-wide chaos in airline 
bookings, hotel reservations, 
car rentals, and was a major 
obstacle to journalists, 
telephone shoppers, and a host 
of people who depend upon the 
telephone for their livelihood or 
leisure activities. 

The next day it led to the 
publication of hitherto 
unknown access numbers which 
allow AT & T subscribers to 
rouie their long-distance calls 
via one of the two much smaller 
competitors, MCI and Sprint, at 
no extra charge. This may result 
in a permanent loss of revenue 
for AT& T. si nee when 
someone receives the "all lines 
busy” message, they will not 
"try again later’’ as requested, 
but try another company 
instead. 

AT & Ts president described 
the breakdown as the most 
serious network problem in the 
company's history. A large 
portion of the daily life of a 
powerful and wealthy nation 
with more than 200 million 
people was disrupted by a small 
error in a computer programme 
proof indeed that ours is an Age 
of Information. 

But what exactly is 
information? With so much of 
the stuff around, you might 
think the answer is obvious , but 
just what is it that we get from 
reference books and 
newspapers. TV screens, the 
radio and telephone network? 

A few moments reflection 
should convince you that you 
don't have the foggiest idea. 

Nor does anyone else, including 
those Silicon Valley whiz-kids 
who have made fortunes out of 
the information-technology 
business. 

True, wc can pass on and 
obtain information in various 
ways: by voice, sound, pictures, 
words, touch, smell, and so on. 
But these are just the things that 
carry the information. The 
medium is not the message. 

In fact, information is like the 
Cheshire cal's grin: it's what is 
left when you lake away the 
electrons, the printed letters on 
the page, or the physical sound 
waves in the air.

S OUND — NOT the annoy-

music — is adding creativity and 
enjoyment to the PC world. 


enjoyment to the PC world. 

Sound effects have been an 
element of recreational software 
for about 10 years, and the use of 
sound in educational software is 
increasing. But with the advent 
of business-graphics software 
that lets the user .'em bine music 
and colourful, animated images 
to create flashy multimedia 
presentations, computer sound 
capability has become increasin- 
gly important. 

IBM has on thedrawjng board 
a multimedia PC that features 
extraordinary graphics and 
built-in music circuitry as stan- 
dard equipment, (The Apple 
Macintosh and Commodore 
Amiga already come equipped 
for high-resolution graphics and 
stereo sound.) But you don't 
have to wait for new products 
with built-in sound capability. 
Equipping your own PC to 
produce stereophonic sound is 
an easy, inexpensive upgrade. 

A number of basic sound sys- 
tems let you listen to mucic soft- 
ware and. to a limited degree, 
create your own music with com- 
position software and yourcom- 
puter's keyboard. Such systems 
are available for 5200 or less. 
Other systems — more capable 
and more expensive — let you 
compose, arrange, and edit 
music played on an electronic 
instrument attached to your PC 
system, and control one or more 
instruments from your PC's 
keyboard. These systems are 
based on the M usical Instrument 
Digital Interface (MIDI), a set of 
rules governing communication 
between electronic musical ins- 
truments. Since its development 
about lOyearsago. the MIDI has 
evolved into the standard for 
music systems A MIDI system, 
including a MIDI-compatible 
instrument, can cost SI. 000 or 
more. 

To assist you in selecting and 
setting up a sound system that 
has the capabilities you need. I 
installed two products. My 
choice for a simple, non-MIDI 
system was the SI 79.95 Ad Lib 
Personal Computer Music Sys- 
tem from Ad Lib Inc. (Staniford 
Si., Suite 800. Boston. 
MA021 14. 800-463-2686). For a 
typical MIDI system. I selected 
the S995 PC Desktop Music 


Studio from Roland Corp. (7200 
Dominion Circle, Los Angeles. 
CA 900-40. 213-685-5141) and 
added the S499 MIDl-compati- 
ble PMP-500 Professional Elec- 
tronic Keyboard from Casio 
Computer Co (570 Mt Pleasant 
A ve.. Dover, N J 0780 1.201-361- 
5400). Before I explain setup 

g roducers. let me discuss the 
asic components and 
capabilities of both types of sys- 
tems. 


MIDI Or Non-MIDI? 

A simple. non-MIDI sound 
system such as the Ad Lib is 
composed of three components: 
circuitry (usually an expansion 
card) to create the sound, a 
sound source (such as head- 
phones or amplified speakers) to 
hear the sound, and software 
(sometimes optional and availa- 
ble at extra cost) to control the 
sound-producing circuitry. This 
type of system has a distinct dis- 
advantage for a musician who is 
interested in composing and 
playing complex arrangements: 
The music you can compose with 
it is limited to the sounds that the 
system's built-in circuitry can 
emulate. But if you simply enjoy 
playing sophisticated PC games 
and listening to music, a basic 
non-MIDI system should satisfy 
you. 

The bare-bones components 
of a MIDI system consist of a 
MIDI-in lerface expansion card 
and an external MIDI-Interface 
device forcoverting PC signals to 
MIDI signals and vice versa; a 
sound module for changing 
MIDI signals into sounds: and 
music-composition software for 
managing playing and compos- 
ing functions. In operation, a 
MIDI system resembles a com- 
puter network that permits PCs 
to communicate with each other 
using a central controller, or 
server. The MIDI-compatible 
devices you attach to the system 
can work as homogeneous unit, 
letting a musician control one or 
more instruments fromone 


floppy disks, edit and arrange the 
works, play them back through a 
sound module connected to an 
amplifier or recorder(or through 
the instrument), or retrieve them 
later to insen into other musical 
works. . . 

Although many electronic ins- 
truments allow for some rhythm 
storage, only the computer per- 
mits total control and flexibility. 
This power, combined with the 
relatively low cost of PCs and 
stereo synthesiser equipment, 
permits the home computerist to 
enjoy high-quality computer 
sound equal to that produced in a 
music studio by professional 
musicians. If you're a. musician 
with an urge to compose and 
arrange music for a variety of 
instruments, you probably won’t 
be satisfied with anything less 
than a MIDI. 


“play” through a standard stereo 
system via this special cabling 
scheme: First, plug a Y-adapter 
cable into the stereo headphone 
jack on the card. Ideally, the 
cable should have a quarter-inch 
male stereo plug at one end and 
split to two cables, each of which 
has a male phone plug at each 
end. The cable splits the right and 
left channels of the audio signal 
into two separate signals and 
sends each along its own line.

A MIDI system offers greater 
power and diversify than a sim- 
ple non-MIDI system: Rather 
than limiting you to the sounds 
buili into its circuitry, it records 
the notes played on the sound- 
producing devices you connect 
to it. You can store your com- 
positions on your PC’s hard and 


Installing 

The Ad Lib System 

The first rule when doing any 
work inside your PC is to turn off 
the machine before removing its 
cover. To set up a non-MIDI 
sound system such as the Ad Lib 
Personal Computer Music Sys- 
tem, simply install its synthesizer 
card in an available expansion 
slot in your computer and 
replace the cover. Y ou won' t find 
any jumpers or switches on the 
AD Lib card. (When installing 
another brand, be sure to check 
your documentation for instruc- 
tions.) 

At the rear of the Ad Lib card, 
accessible from the back of your 
computer when the card is ins- 
talled, you'll find a volume-con- 
trol knob and a quarter-inch 
stereo headphone jack. Ad Lib 
includes a quarter-inch to an 
eighth-inch plug adapter, so you 
can use any headphones with the 
card. Plug a set of them into the 
jack on the card, set the volume- 
control knob, boot your 
machine, run the Jukebox soft- 
ware according to the maker's 
instructions, sit back, and enjoy 
the sound. 

You can connect a pair of 
amplified speakers to the head- 
phone jack on the card. Ibis is a 
standard stereo headphone jack 
that branches, via cables, id the 
speakers, each of which has a 
built-in amplifier. 1 used Realis- 
tic Minimum-0.6 speakers 
( Radio Shack prod uct #40- 1 259. 
S49.95). 

You can also make the card 


your stereo. 

I encountered no difficulties 
installing and using the Ad Lib, 
system. Major game and music 
software programmes support it. 
A MIDI card supplement is 
available from Voyetra Tech- 
nologies (333 Fifth Ave„ Pel- 
ham, NY 10803. 914-738-4500). 
so you can upgrade to the indus- 
try standard. The system is a 
good way to add ample, sound- 
producing capability to a PC. 


Installing 

The Roland System 

Installation of a MIDI system 
can be costly and complex, 
depending on the type and num- 
ber of sound-producing devices 
you connect. The basic con- 
figuration is the attachment of 
the system to your home stereo 
system. First, install the MTDI- 
interface card in an expansion 
slot of your PC. (My instructions 
apply to the Roland MIDI sys- 
tem. For brand-specific instruc- 
tions. consult the documentation 
of the MIDI system you pur- 
chase). 

The Roland system consists of 
a one-third-length PC- interface 
expansion card and the MPU- 
IPC MIDI processing unit; the 
MT-32 MIDI sound module; 
and Ease, a music-composition 
programme. 

The Roland interface card has 
no switches or required settings; 
it uses your computer's I/O port 
addressee 330 hex and 332 hex 
and hardware interrupt 2 (9 on 
an AT system). These can’t be 
changed: if you have other 
expansion cards that use the 
same port add resses o r interrupt , 
check their documentation to 
determine whether their assign- 
ments can be changed. If not, 
remove the conflicting equip- 
ment before using the MIDI 
card.

ble from the back of your PC 
when the expansion card is ins- 
talled, look for a standard female 
DB-25 connector. A cable built 
into the MPU-IPC interface 
attaches to this connector via a 
male DB-25 connector on the 
cable.

You'll find several connectors 
— the MIDI-in, MIDI-out. sync, 
tape-in, tape-out. and metron- 
ome jacks — on the MPU-IPC 
interface.

U SING a computer-driven 
descendant of the player 


piano, a music scholar gave new 
life to more than 100 rare 


life to more than 100 rare 
George Gershwin solos 
recorded on piano rolls. 

“It is as if you are being 
treated to a live performance in 
your living room.” the scholar. 
Artis Wodehouse of San 
Francisco, said recently as he 
showed off the technology that 
saved the songs. 

Gershwin recorded the pieces 
on rolls for player pianos 
between 19 16, when be was 17, 
and 1926. Player pianos were 
the jukeboxes of their day, 
Wodchouse said, and most of ' 
the Gershwin performances 
were his elaborate arrangements 
of then popular songs. Eighteen 
were his original compositions. 

Sheet m usic for his 
compositions and for his 
arrangements of the other pieces 
did not survive. 

Wodehouse, a pianist herself, 
found 105 of the 120 piano rolls 
through a Michigan collector in 
1988. She then found a 
computer firm, Micro-W 
Distributors Inc. of Butler, New 
Jersey, that had developed a 
technology that turns piano 
rolls into a format computers 
can read. 

Micro-W put the Gershwin 
rolls on floppy disks that can be 
played on synthesizers or a 


known among Gershwin lovers 
and about a year ago she won a 
national endowment for the arts 
grant to study Gershwin piano - 
roils. 

Micro-W had just created a - 
technology' that could read the 
piano rolls, which Wodehouse 
compared to long pieces of toilet 
paper with little pinpricks in 
them. Player pianos read the 
rolls by blowing air through the 
holes, triggering hammers inside 
the pianos.

many dealers devote more 
energy to sales than to service 
and have only a token service 
staff saddled with a huge back- 
log of repairs. So* before you 
buy your equipment tour the 
repair shop and ask about 
turnaround lime — although 
most shops take up to a week 
for a repair, some will fix a PC 
within 24 hours. 

Stacking the odds 

If youbought your system 
through the mail or prefer not to 
go to the original dealer, select a 
store that regularly services 
your brand of equipment. A 
larger shop with several 
technicianson cafl is a good bet, 
as is an older, well-established 
business. Avoid shops that send 
you PC to a distant service 

i'u 


yourself and save the markup. 

Time-and-materials repairs, 
whether done in a service centre 
or on-site, can be economical — 
but not when your hard disk is 
at stake. Fixing a 30MB disk 
costs from $500 to $650 for on- 
site work, and from $350 to 
nearly $600 when you send it in. 
Even if you can repair it 
yourself, you're looking at 
roughly $350 just to acquire the 
parts. 

A service contract might have 
covered the repair for about the 
came cost. But the real point of 
a service contract is to keep your 
business going. If the PC serves 
as the heart of your business, the 
$ 400 -to -$600 cost of a one- 
system service contract can be a 
bargain. Under a contract, the 
vendor generally guarantees to 
jjp a^on^jercnsis, 


within a strictly specified time 
(usually four or eight hours) and 
will often loan you a system 
until yours is fixed. Of course, if 
nothing goes wrong, you're out 
the money. Think of it as 
insurance: if you can’t afford 
the loss, you’ve got to have the 
protection. 

Service contracts can cover all 
parts and labour or labour only 
and are generally written for 
entire systems. But read the fine 
print. Some companies charge 
extra — usuaUjt$40 to $150 — 
for additional components, such 
as monitors and printers, that 
are likely to break down. 

Remember that a guaranteed 
response rate means just what it 
says: someone will respond to, 
but not necessarily solve, your 
PC problem within a certain 


time. It downtime is particularly 
crucial, request a guaranteed 
time for completion of repairs. 

The brat way to find a good 
service contract is to ask tor a 
list of references. Quiz at least a 
half-dozen customers about a 
firm's reliability and response 
time. Pay attention to the types 
of references you get: if they all 
come from large corporations 
and you're a one-person shop, 
your lone PC may be less of a 
priority: look elsewhere. 

Don’t use price as your 
boi Lom line. The computer 
repair business is very sensitive 
to cash flow, and some outfits 
offer low prices to stave ofF 
mounting debts. Six months 
later, such a company may be 
too busy in bankruptcy court to 
care about your lifeless monitor 
or rattling floppy drive. 


W RITING is difficult for 
many people, but a new- 
writing aid for Macintosh 
Computers could make it 
downright impossible. 

Reference software boastt its 
new Grammatik Mac Writing- 
Improvement Programme "will 
improve your writing in 30 days 
or your money back." 

Spending 30 days with 
Grammatik Mac. however, 
could render users incapable of 
writing the San Francisco 
Software Publisher to request 
the promised refund. 

The programme is a 
mishmash of bells and whistles 
that calls attention to what it 
perceives as errors and suggests 
revisions. But lhe errors it cites 
often are not errors, and the 
revisions it suggests are 
sometimes inane or, worse 
erroneous. 

An excerpt from a basic 
reading primer - The old story 
of Dick and Jane and their dog 
Spot ■- stumped Grammatik 
Mac. The programme was 
tripped up by the sentence: 

"Dick ana Jane play with spot." 

"No verb found." 

Grammatik Mac protested. 

“This may be an incomplete 
sentence." 

Wrong. 

In anoLher lest, it checked the 
sentence, "The advice 
Grammatik Mac gives is hard to 
accept.” 

The programme flagged the 
word “accept” and advised: 
“Accept” means to receive: 
"please accept my offer.” 
“Except” means to leave out: 
“Except the last provision of the 
contract.” 

Beside the "replace with” 
button it displayed the world 
“effect.” That is dead wrong. 

While the programme was 
only suggesung that “accept” 
might be wrong, it appeared to 
be recommending the incorrect 
word. That is not the kind of 
help a writer unsure of grammar 
needs. . 

The programme had similar 


problems with “affect” and 
"effect," and provided equally- 
misleading advice. 

It also is inconsistent. It will 
delect a grammar error in a 
document, and miss the same 
error in a copy of that 
document. 

Some errors it will not find at 
all. It delected nothing wrong 
with this sentence: 

“Programmers work in an office 
tear people talk strange and 
-•■re odd clothing.” 

Comparison 

Grammatik Mac features an 
array of eye-catching features — 
like a chart that compares the 
readability of your document to 
the gettysburg address, a 
Hemingway short story and an 
insurance policy. 

it also allows users to 
customise the comparison chart 
bv replacing the readability 
statistics for one or more of the 
three standard documents. You 
cOuld. for example, substitute a 
firsi draft or something you are 
writing for the insurance policy, 
then use the comparison feature 
to track your progress. 

Or you could replace the 
Hemingway story statistics with 

your company's model sales 

proposal and check your work 
against that standard. 

Grammatik Mac provides 
readability statistics on the 
Flesch reading ease scale, the 
Flesch-Kincaid Grade Level 
Scale and Gunning's Fog Index. 

It also provides statistics on 
the average length of 
paragraphs, sentences and 
words — in both letters and 
syllables — and a plethora of 
other trivia. 

But it fails to accomplish its 
primary tasks. Its grammar and 
punctuation checkers are 
inconsistent, and its spelling 
checker is cumbersome. 

As for style, when fed a 
passage from Shakespeare — 
Portia’s speech from “The 
Merchant of Venice" about the 
quality of mercy — Grammatik 
Mac pronounced it choppy and 
suggested revision. . 


Grammatik Mac also is 
plagued by bugs. 

Running under multumoer. 

icons of the Grammatik Mac 

folder would frequently 
disa ppear when 1 quit the 
application. When I closed and 
reopened the folder, they 
reappeared. 

The programme also failed to 
recognise paragraphs an 

significant shortcoming, since 
the number of sentences per 
paragraphs is one factor used in 
assessing readability. 

Failure 

Only on ■ 'ould I make it 
discern pa. ..graphs — and that 
was when I used it to check the 
“Read Me" file in the 
Grammatik Mac folder. 

It failed in all other attempts, 
using documents in Macwrite 
and Microsoft Word 4.0 
formats as well as documents 
created with those word 
processors and sLored as plain 
text. 

The supplemental 
documentation cautions that 
Grammatik Mac may not 
recognise paragraphs unless 
documents are stored using the 
“Save As” option. 1 tried using 
both the Save As and the Quick 
Save options, and in no case 
could 1 make the programme 
recognise paragraphs. 

Strangely, paragraph marks 
appeared on the screen when 
documents were checked in the 
programmes fully interactive 
mode, but the document 
statistics file consistently 
showed the document as one 
long paragraph. 

Ironically, the programme 
comes with an excellent book on 
writing by veteran newspaper 
editor Dewitt H. Scott. Scott’s 
book. “Secrets of Successful 
Writing,” should be standard 
equipment for anyone who 
writes. 

Grammatik Mac. on the 
other hand, should be avoided.

Lightning access to memory banks 

While Rentzepis' 3-D 
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D ISK storage has become the 
sluggard among PC 
components. Processing chips 
and communications buses now 
handle data dozens of times 
faster than they did a decade 
ago. Unlike these purely 

electronic components, 

however, disk drives are limited 
because they are mechanical 
devices: platters and read/write 
heads can never move with the 
breakneck speed of eisettons 
scurrying through cireuils. 

That won’t be a problem 
fore\er. Researchers are 
working on 3-D memory units 
holographic data storage 
techniques that circumvent Lhe 
mechanical slowness inherent in 
disk drives. By the end of the 
1 990s, data storage may be the 
fastest component in a 
computer instead of the slowest. 
The trick is to write with light. 

Although laser beams already 
play a role in storing data on 
CD-ROMs and WORM fwriie- 
once read-many) disks, these 
"optical drives” still require 
spinning platters and read/wnte 
arms that trudge back and forth 
over the disksurface. The new 
technology will have no 
mechanical moving parts at all. 
Three-dimensional lasers 
At the University of 
California in Irvine, chemistry 
professor Peter M. Rentzepis is 
successful^ experimenting with 
what he calls "three- ^ 
dimensional memory.” 
Rentzepis uses lasers to write 

data to photosensitive chemicals 
embedded in a plastic cube. 
Ultraviolet lasers mounted at • 
right angles on different sides of 
lhe cube fire their d earns 

simultaneously, and 


New ways to use laser beams 


photochromic chemicals absorb 
the light where the beams 
intersect. When the two U V 
lasers hit molecules of the 
photochromic materials, they 
weaken the bond holding the 
molecules together, thereby 
bending them. Each clump of 
bent molecules — about a cubic 
micron in size — represents one 

bit. . . 

To read data, the device 
shoots green laser beams 
through the cube. The green 
light excites Lhe bent molecules, 
causing them to emit a red lighL 
A photodiode picks up that 
light and generates a pulse of 
electricity, which it sends to the 
computer's bus. The system uses 
still another wave length to 
erase data. 

Rentzepis envisions 
ultimately aiming the lasers 
through liquid-crysiaj lenses. A 
combi nation o f electrical 
currents applied to the crystals 
would control the focus or the 
lens, eliminating the need for 
moving parts. 

Without any moving parts, > 
D memory would be incredibly 
fast. Today's drives measure 

access time in milliseconds 
(thousandths of a second!, with 
18ms considered exceptionally 
fast. Rentzepis conends the 3-D 
storage devices could access 
date in 9 to 10 nanoseconds 
(billionths of a second). Writing 
to 3-D memory would be even 
faster. With this technology. 
Rentzepis says, “the speed of a 
computer would be limited by 
the processor rather than the 


memory.” 

Just as impressive as 3-D 
memory's high-spped data 
access is its immense storage 
capacity. The system 
theoretically would allow the 
storage of 1 .250 gigabytes — the 
equivalent of more than 3 
million double-density floppy 
disks — in a hunk of plastic a 
little bigger than a sugar cube. 
Rentzepis doubts that 3-D 
memory will ever reach its 
theoretical limit, but he does 
think it’s practical to create 
cubes that will hold a trillion 
bits, or 125 gigabytes.

Even more important for 
military aerospace applications, 
both 3-D and holographic 
storage are immune to 
radiation, which can wipe out 
data stored on conventional 
RAM chips.

Like Rentzepis' 3-D memory, 
holographic storage uses inLense 
light to create changes in 
crystals. Unlike Rentzepis 
cube, though, the system lays 
holographic crystals on a flat 
surface. To create additional 
density, several layers can be 
stacked on top of one another, 
and focusing lasers from 


The nature of holography 
also gives the medium a 
remarkable degree of 
redundancy and date security 
an issue of great importance to 
anyone who has ever lost vital 
information due to a glitch in 

datastorage. Holographic 

memory is redundant because it 
is made up of the overall 
lightwave pattern created by the 
clash of two laser beams. Data 
resides in the patter rather than 
in distinct dots for each bn, so 
you could punch a hole in the 
sheet that contains the 
hologram without destroying 
any particular bit of data.

Making the right 


C omputers are exciting 
business tools which have 
the potential to increase 
management awareness of 
business performance, 
interdepartmental cohesion, 
and business expansion and 
profitability. If misapplied they 
can also ruin you, be you sole 
trader or government 
department. 

Generally installed right at 
the core of the administration, a 
defective computer system is 
certain to damage profits and 
perhaps e: ode turnovo . 
Consequential losses can be 
catastrophic. 

A manufacturer ofhigh 
volume joinery products with a 
design concept of common 
components and modularity has 
enjoyed business growth ami 
has decided to buy a computer 
to provide an automated 
manufacturing control system. 


Why? 

The expectation is improved 


profit- Better control of 
purchasing should lead to an 
improvement in price and 
achievement of required 
delivery dates: stock control to 
consequential improvement in 
cash flow and possible 
elimination of obolescence; and 
manufacturing control to 
improvements in efficiency from 
belter plant and personal 
utilisation. 

A small sales and marketing 
organisation has also seen 
growth and has decided that 
future growth rate would 
improve with the installation of 
a computer system — a system 
which includes mailing 
software. Why? 

The expectation is improved 
profit: higher turnover to be 
generated by the use of a 
mailing system. 

A district council wants an 
expensive computer upgrade in 
order to provide the capacity to 
process the increased data in 
connection with the community 
charge. Why? 

The expectation is to perform 
that function with a given 



number of operational 
personnel and at a known cost. 
The district council has to 
process vast amounts of data in 
connection with the new 
community charge. The 
upgrade is necessary to perform

In operational terms each of 
these should have carefully 
considered their expectations 
and discussed it with their 


suppliers. The financial 
implications may never have 
been discussed. Even thongh 
both contracting parties have a 
vested interest in ensuring a 
totally successful installation. 

Yet, it is suiprising how often 
a user has advised the supplier 
that he wants a system “to do 
the accounts” for example, and 
the supplier has simply 
responded with a one-page 


quotation. Neither party can 
begin to understand the needs of 
the other. Put your expectations 
in writing before signing the 
contract- This has a two-fold 
purpose.Firetly that the would- 
be user concentrates not only on 
the organisational expectations 
of the system, but also on the 
costs and benefits relating to it. 
Secondly, it provides for the 
supplier written evidence of the 
user's expectations and would 
be likely to trigger an 
appropriate response if the- 
supplier felt that the 
recommended system would not 
fulfil fhem.

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Tax help time once again

A S usual at this time of year, 
computer tax programmes 
are about as abundant on store 
shelves as toys before 
Christmas. 

All proclaim to give you more 
^features, more help and a better 
look and feel. I found two I 
think really deliver. Personal 
Tax Preparer and Marintax for 
Windows. 

Personal Tax Preparer from 
Parson Technology, while quite 
a bit less glitzy than most of Lhe 
more well-known commercial 
packages, deserves serious 
consideration. The programme 
does all it claims without costing 
an arm and a leg. 

As with other tax packages it 
gives you a look and feel of the 
tax form. The look here is less 
than realistic, since the 
programme runs in text mode. 


But this should not be 
considered as a minus, because 
personal tax preparer guides 
you through your tax ' 
preparation better than any 
package 1 have tried. 

The error-trapping data entry 
is so good it will even catch an 
incorrectly entered social 
security number (one too long 
or short). If any required data is 
left out. the programme halts 
until it is entered. 

Alternatives 

About the only way to avoid 
stopping and bypassing the 
demanded entry is to make an 
incorrect entry, then re-enter the 
correct data later. 

As with most tax rogrammes. 
Personal Tax Preparer will let 
you do “Wbat-Ifs" to examine 
various tax situations and filing 
alternatives. 

The manual guides you line- 
, by-line and form-by-form . 
through^p.or retuni, tSw .. # , , • 


The programme’s built-in 
pop-up calculator and note pad 
are valuable bonuses. In 
addition, there is a financial 
calculator for computing loan 
interest, investment interest and 
even future value of 
investments. It also allows you 
to prim amortization and 
accumulation schedules. 

Estimator 

There is also a tax estimator 
for your 1990 taxes. This uses 
data entered for this year to 
estimate nexL year’s tax liability. 

Printer setup is a bit tricky. 
The programme comes with 
defaults for IBM, Epson. 
Okidata and several other well 
known dot-matrix printers, but 
the user m ust enter the control 
codes for their specific model. 

This is not complicated, 
however. Just enter the data 
supplied with your printer. 

Personal Tax Preparer also 
supports laser printers. 


R AYNARD Racing makes 
more racing cars than 
anyone else in the world.

“We started the gearbox 
design on paper, transferred it 
to the new CAD sylem — and 
discovered that we’d made 
mistakes,” says the Raynard 
designer Mark Slade. “When we 
merged the individual parts 
together on the CAD system, 
the end cover for the main 
gearbox shafts wasn't deep 
enough. 

"Our suppliers were in the 
process of making pans, and we 
were able to tell them so they all 
fitted together at the prototype 
build. If we hadn't had the CAD 
system we would have had to 
send the parts back and that 
would have lost us two weeks or 
so." 

“Designers often get tunnel 
vision." believes Clive Turner, 
Raynard’s manufacturing 
manager. “They design one part 
and forget what it has to bolt to. 
The beauty of CAD is that you 
can design components in 
isolation, then bring them 
together and see whether they 
fit.” 

CAD has a particular benefit 
for a company dependent on 
rapid development cycles. As 
Clive Turner puls it. “If we lose 
a race the designers have only 
two or three weeks to design 
something to make the car go 
faster, and then to run off 
prototypes for testing. And if 
our customers notice an 
improvement, then we have to 
make 50 for the next race. 

“At last year's Le Mans 3000 
race the designers decided we 
needed a shorter wheelbase car. 
They redesigned a suspension 
component, and we then had to 
make 15 sets. These are the sort 
of thing that land on your lap in 
manufacturing and CAD is 
crucial for us to manage that 
bind of turn-around." 

Malcolm Oastler, the chief 
designer, adds: “A conventional 
car maker like Ford has maybe 
a three-year time scale for 
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putting a new gearbox into 
production. But we started 
designing ours in June last year 
and we've now got thirty of 
them.'* 

Raynard has used high tech 
methods for years, often 
developing its own systems, 
such as an in-car data capture 
system to monitor factors like 
damper displacement, steering 
movements, air pressure, 
throttle position, and engine 
speed for downloading to a 
laptop computer for analysis. 

Partly as a result of this 
technology investment, 
Raynard’s Formula 3000 cars 
(machines in the 450 bhp, 190 
mph category — the final rung 
before Formula 1 ) have won 
every race they've entered, and 
its Formula 3 machines, likewise 
dominate their sector. This has 
led to an output of some 250 
cars a year, helping Britain to 
produce 90 per cent of the 
world’s racing cars. 

A Raynard Formula 3000 car 
costs £75.000 (plus the £60,000 
price tag on the Cosworth or 
Judd engine), and late last year 
the 80-strong company unveiled 
a prototype Formula 1 car 
which it hopes will lead to the 
most lucrative sector of all. 

Already Raynard’s move into 
CAD seems only a stepping 
stone to CAM iComputer 
Aided Manufacture). The 
company's Bicester 
headquarters is split into two 
halves. The CAD system, 
supplied by Cimlink of 
Nottingham, operates on three 
Sun Sparc workstations in the 
shirt-sleeves atmosphere of the 
company’s design offices. 

Just across the Bicester 
industrial estate which Raynard 
calls home is the clangour of 
machine tools and Lhe whifT of 
oxy-acetylene: It's where 
Raynard makes many of the 
components of its cars, and it 
will he the scene of the 
company's next step in 
computerisation. 

Clive Turner says “With the 
Cimlink system we got 
something that would not just 
be a fantastic design tool but 
enable us to quickly transfer the 


designs to our manufacturing 
operation — which means links 
to CNC (Computer Numerical 
Control) machine tools. At the 
moment drawings need to be re- 
interpreted and re-drawn before 
machining, and there's a lot of 
room for error. We want to 
design it and then use CAM 
software to tell the cutter where 
it has to go to produce the 
profile that we want. 

“And eventually we can get 
analysis software to look at 
stresses and strains to design 
more efficient components to 
minimise weight.” 

Raynard and Cimiink also 
agree on a still further stage in 
the company’s computerisation, 
the installation of intelligent 
documentation — records 
capable of seeking their own 
data from separate parts of the 
company computer network, 
merging CAD graphics with 
information from databases and 
report files, and feeding that 
data to departments such as 
purchasing and manufacture. 

Cimlink *s Phil Morris says 
"Over the next couple of years I 
want to put intelligent 
documentation software 
throughout the company — 
starting with the manufacturing 
end, to merge together 
information on the shop floor at 
the very point when people need 
it, so they don’t have to wait for 
half a week for documents to 
reach them — which might 
therefore be out of date." 

“For a number of years we . 
wanted to go computer-aided," 
says Raynard’ s managing 
director. Rick Gome. “But we 
heard of other raring car 
manufacturers who'd found it 
wasn't beneficial as they'd 
thought, or they’d got the 
wrong system, or their designers 
didn't understand it and it 
wasted their time. So it 
frightened us a bit. But we 
looked at the problem for a 
good 1 8 months before deriding 
on the Cimlink system, and then 
talked to Cimlink for nine 
months before we had the 
system installed . We’ve now got 
a much more effective and ^ 
efficient way of designing."

A copy of the law, as 
translated into English by 
the US embassy in Riyadh 
states: 

Article 2: Protection under 
the jurisdiction of this law 
shall be afforded to authors 
of classified creative works in 
science, literature and arts, 
without regard to the type of 
the classified work, its mode 
of expression, its significance 
or the puipose of 
composition. 

Article 3: In general, 
protection under this law 
shall cover authors of 
classified works whose mode 
of expression is either 
written, sound, painting, 
photography or motion, 
particularly ,he following: 
(there follows a list of works, 
including books, dramatic 
works, broadcast, paintings 
and other art, photography, 
practical art. illustrative 
pictures) but the tenth 
classification is: irade names 
also appear to get protection. 
Article 4 says. “The title of 
the classified work shall also 
be covered under copyright 
protection if it is 
distinguished by a creative 
characteristic, and is not 
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merely an expression which 
is commonly used to indicate 
the subject mailer of the 
classified work.” 

The penalties provided by 
the law are graduated and 
severe: for a first ofFence, the 
offender may incur a fine not 
exceeding SR. 1 0,000 and his 
business may be closed down 
for 1 5 days or both. For a 
second offence, regardless of 
what is copied, the fine 
specified may be doubled, 
and the business closed for 
up to 90 days or both. 

Significantly though, even 
for a first offence, 
compensation must be paid 
to holder or the copyright for 
any damage resulting from 
the violation. It is possible 
also to require that products 
that infringe copyright are 
destroyed. 

These penalties will be 
applied, in the event of a 
successful copyright case, by 


a committee, the 
Infringement Oversight 
Committee, which is to be 
formed by a minimum of 
three members, one of whom 
is a legal advisor. Decisions 
will be by majority vote, but 
will not take effect without 
the approval of the minister 
of information. 

That software can be 
copyrighted in K.S A is 
confirmed by the publication 
of this law. and this was 
confirmed by the K.S A 
Ministry of Information. 
However, it is not yet clair to 
what extent protection is 
extended. The law still 
requires to be interpreted to 
determine what and how 
software will be protected. 
This process is expected to 
lake another two or three 
months. 

However, these laws do 
not apply automatically. 
Software must be registered 


with the ministry and 
approved by the ministry- 
Software that originates 
from outside or the kingdom 
must be registered by a Saudi 
Arabian company. The 
distributor or agent will till 
in an application form, and 
submit it to the ministry 
along with two copies of 
software package and the 
agreement between 
distributor pud software 
manufacturer. The ministry 
will employ an examiner, 
who will determine if 
copyright protection is to be 
extended to the distributor. 
Then a fiirther five copies of 
the software must be lodged 
with the Mol library.

Errors: Serious 


R ecently a number of 

Par isians guilty of nothing 
more sinister than a few minor 
motor offences received 
summonses for crimes ranging 
from extortion to living off 
immoral earnings. The guilty 
party was a bug in the court 
computer. 

Computer errors can have 
serious business consequences. 
You may fail to get your VAT 
returns in on time, or an 
electricity board may wrongly 
cut off supplies. Banks may 
dishonour cheques when funds 
exist to meet the debL 
The victims of these computer 
■ errors may want a legal remedy. 

1 Computers cannot be sued: 
their operators and 
programmers may be. The first 
*hing to remember is that 
i “Sorry : it was a computer 
I error" may w ell be an 
inadequate defence in law. 

In both civil and criminal 
cases different degrees of fault 
have to be prov ed to establish 
liability ior different wrongful 
acts. You may only be liable if 
vou intended to commit the act 
in question. In other cases H will 
be sufficient if you were 
negligent. 

Taxpayers become liable 
unless they can prove they have 
a reasonaole excuse for late 
I pavmeni of VAT returns. Cases 
I show that computer problems 
j may be a reasonable excuse, but 
you must be seen to have taken 
precautions to minimise 
possible disruption: 

• Get a good software 
package. The excuse that an 
inefficient software package was 
cheaper will carry no weight 
with Customs. 

• Keep your old system until 
you are sure the new one is 
working. 

• Maintain back-up tapes. 

• Call maintenance support as 
soon as you become aware of 
the problem. 

• If appropriate send an 
estimated assessment of VAT to 
Customs while matters are 
being sorted out. 

• Keep good computer 
records.

It was down this week to $17 
w per barret, a drop of $4 since early 
January. Oil prices were firm at 
the beginning of the year largely 
because very cold December 
weather in the United States 
drove up demand there for beat- 
ing fuel. 

Several of the 13 members of 
Opec (the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries) 
are exceeding assigned output 
quotas. 

Oil ministers played down the 
threat of a price slide. Ginanjar 
Kartasasmita of Indonesia said

But Opec estimates that its 
output in February ran at 23.7 
million barrels dally (bpd), at

— a seasonal weak spot before 
the peak period of holiday 
gasoline demand. * " 

An official with one leading 
Western oil company said that 
prices, which stabilised in the lat- 
ter part of this week, might lose 
another 50 cents to a dollar 
before at least a partial recovery 
which would probably occur 
before the end of May. 

It was “anybody's guess’* 
exactly when this would happen. 

“Bui there is lot of oil out there 
... there are a lot of tankers that 
are going very slowly," this 
official said. 

^ Gignoux at Shearson Lehman 
Hutton agreed, but said be did 
not expect a dramatic price fall 
and saw a recovery later. 

Humphrey Harrison, a direc- 
tor with London stockbrokers 
Kilcat and Aitken, said recovery 
may depend on how vigorously 
the industry decides to build 
stocks in the April-June quarter.

ALGIERS, March 23, (Reuter): A

It would also allow foreign banks 
and investment institutions to open 
branches in the country. 

Economy Minister Ghaa Hedouci 
told parliament it was the last and most 
ira portent in a series of economic 
reforms designed to pull the country 
out of economic crisis. 

Saddled with a $24 billion foreign 
debL, hit by falling oil and gas revenues 
and troubled by social unrest, socialist 
Algeria proposes to give foreign inves- 


tors unprecedented freedoms. 

“Non-residents are authorised to 
transfer capital into Algeria to finance 
any economic activity not explicitly 
reserved for the stale,” says the draft 
law, a copy of which was obtained by 
Reuters. 

Under current law foreign invest- 
ment can only be in the framework of 
joint ventures 5 1 percent controlled by 
an Algerian state partner. 

The draft law says foreign invest- 
ment must be directed into projects that 
create jobs and transfer technology. No 
project can result in a net loss of hard 
currency, and foreign investors cannot 
enjoy privileges not available to 
Algerians. 


Foreign investors can not monopol- 
ise an economic sector and capital tran- 
sfers would be subject io the control of a 
powerful council of money and credit. 

Despite these restrictions the draft 
law is revolutionary in a country, that 
unlike neighbouring Morocco and 
Tunisia, has long resisted foreign inves- 
tment as a threat to national sovereig- 
nty. 

The government was forced to with- 
draw a revised joint venture law from 
parliament last July after deputies com- 
plained it offered too many advantages 
io the foreign partner. 

The parliament's economic commis- 
sion urged adoption of the draft’s key 
articles and deputies said it would be 


put up for a vote on March 26 or 27. 

“The country now suffers from the 
piling up of debt which represents the 
main obstacle to pushing development 
activity forward.” Hedouci said. 

He said hard currency revenues this 
yearwould amount to some $10 billion, 
but seven billion would be spent meet- 
ing debt payments, leaving barely 
enough for food and other essential 
imports. 

“There is only one way to solve this 
problem objectively and correctly ... 
effective industrial exports able to com- 
pete on foreign markets.” Hedouci 
said. 

“Our enterprises must rapidly 
associate themselves with partners 


which would open up these markets." 

Hedouci said foreign investment 
would help regain confidence on len- 
ders and help the country obtain more 
favourable terms on new borrowing. 

The draft law would boost the power 
of the central bank, traditionally a tool 
of the treasury, and allow the country's 
first bond issue to re-finance outstand- 
ing public sector debt Hedouci 
estimated at 80 billion dinars ($10 
billion). 

He said the debt was a major cause of 
double-digit inflation which has helped 
spark a wave of strikes in recent mon- 
ths. 

The treasury would be authorised to 
buy public sector debt and finance the 


purchases through obligations of 10 
years or more for a total of up to 10 
billion dinars ($1.25 billion) at a min- 
imum interest of five per cent. 

The law would give sweeping new 
powers to regulate foreign and domes- 
tic capital movements to the council on 
money and credit composed of the cen- 
tral bank governor, three vice-gover- 
nors and three technocrats appointed 
by the prime minister. 

The draft law also meets longstand- 
ing complaints of the priva te sector by 
placing it on an equal footing with the 
public sector. It would allow exporters 
to use their hard currency earnings as 
they see fit provided they were chan- 
neled through Algerian banks. 


Opec conference likely to be moved from Vienna to Geneva 

Oil prices 
could fall 


MUSCAT, March 23, (Reuter): 
The world oil price might fail in 
the second quarter of this year 
because of a slight excess of sup- 
ply over demand, a senior Omani 
energy official said yesterday. 

World-wide supply in the next 
three months could be 300,000 to 
400,000 barrels per day (bpd) 
above demand. Rashid Al Bar- 
wani, head of marketing at the 
Ministry of Petroleum, said after 
a meeting of technical experts of 
non-Opec oil states. 

Barwani said prices might fall 
as a result but did not predict 
how far. 

About half world output 
comes from organisation of 
petroleum exporting Countries

milion bpd above its agreed 22.86 
million bpd ceiling, mainly due to 
overproduction by some Gulf 
states.

hemisphere winter.

“We (non-Opec) are going to 
propose a joint study committee 
to Opec to study any topic that 
arises, like environment issues," 
Barwani said.

Dollar drops sharply 


LONDON, March 23, (Reuter): The dollar drop- 
ped shaiply against the yen in Europe today after 
reports that Japan was looking at ways of restoring 
faith in its embattled currency. 

But it steadied against other major currencies at 
the end of a rollercoaster week. 

London shares rose to their highest dose for the 
week after Wall Street put in a strong performance 
in the morning session in New York. 

The yen recovery began in later European trading 
after a news report from Tokyo said that Japan may 
study tbe possibility of new issues of dollar-deno- 
minated Japanese government and government- 
guaranteed bonds to help increase demand for yen. 

But many analysts were sceptical despite the two 
yen rise against the dollar. 

“This looks like a temporary (yen) retracement on 
something which looks unlikely,” said Jeremy 


Hawkins, senior economic adviser at Bank of 
America in London. “Assuming the outcome is no 
change in interest rate differentials it will lead to a 
renewed sellofT of the yen.” 

The dollar closed in London at 153.20 yen after 
1 55.25 on Thusrday. 

The yen has dropped steadily all week despite 
Tuesday’s one percentage point rise in Japan's 
official discount rate to 5.25 per cent. 

Dealers said the rise in the key interest rate — at 
which the bank of Japan lends to commercial banks 
— was not enough to restore the yen’s appeal. 

“We’ve had a budget, trade figures and a by- 
election and the market's still gained on the week,” 
said one London broker. 

Gold eased in quiet London trade to dose at 
$389.25 an ounce after $393 on Thursday. Bullion 
started the week at $402.25.

Newsweek’s circulation was 3.2 
million at the end of 1989, which puls it 
between Thne at 43 nriffioa and US 
News and World Repottat23 mflHon. 
Its ad reveues rose live per cent to a 
record $2533 aunhm last year, accor- 
ding to a 'spokeswoman for tbe 
publication. 

In a telephone interview. Smith, 55, 
said he has worked for New sw e ek for 
25 years and derided last year that “25 
years is enough.”

US, Japan reach supercomputer pact 


WASHINGTON. March 23, (Reuter): The United 
Slates and Japan reached agreement during late- 
night negotiations opening Japanese markets to 
American and other foreign-built supercomputers, 
a US trade official said today. 

The official, who asked not to be identified, said 
the agreement provided that the Japanese govern- 
ment would give fair consideration lo American 
products when making future purchases of super- 
computers.

Among the American companies malting the big 
computers lo be covered under an agreement are 
Cray Research 1 nc. Alii an l Computer Systems Corp 
and IBM Corp. 

The official said that while a basic agreement has 
been reached, the document had not been signed. 
However, be said be saw no sticking points. 

The last and most difficult item to be worked out 
was to end the practice of Japanese supercomputer 
makers putting in unrealistically low bids and the 
Japanese government accepting them. 


CANADIAN IMMIGRATION 
WINNERS AND LOSERS

PART SEVEN: Education in Canada . 


It's the age of information in the modem world, 
whether we like it or not. Education, in all its aspects, 
has become the be all and end all of successful living. 
You are a parent about to immigrate to a new land so 
the education system of your destination mil be given 
top priority. And rightly so. 

Wfaat do you look for in education? Basically, you 
will probably want a system that provides your child 
with the necessary skills — lei's avoid the jargon — to 
make his or her life happy, materially and spiritually. 
You war.i the three R's and you want either religious 
or moral instruction. 

The Canadian system of education is, according to 
all reports, a modern, fair and healthily competitive 
system. It has to be. in a country as multi-racial as it is. 

In Canada, education is a provincial responsibility 
and each province has developed variations on the 
education system. Procedures for enrolment, 
information services,-and special services differ from 
province io province. But there are many things in 
common. 

ft’s an easy structure to follow. School runs from 
Kindergarten to grade 6 (elementary school), then 
from grade 7 to grades 8 or 9 (junior high school) and - 
finally from grades 10 to 1 1 or in some provinces grade 
12 (senior high school). 

By law, all children must attend school between the 
ages of six and 15 or 1 6, and some provinces ofTer pre- 
school programs for four or five year olds. 

Your consultant will teO you what to bring with you 
when you begin enrolment procedures. They are simple 
but important documents; school records, transcripts 
and grades. Originals might be demanded instead of 
copies, so check with your consultant. There are other 
documents needed for enrolment, and they will ensure 
that your children are placed in the most appropriate 


The standard of education in Canada is as high as in 
any developed country and sometimes even higher. 
Remember that Western-style education is not just 
getting a certain grade in one of the traditional 
disciplines. Education philosophy in a country hk.;

To give you an idea about education, let’s take the 
program in Quebec. 

Students in elementary education take the following 
subjects: art, physiol education, moral or religious 
education, social studies (history, geography etc), the 
mother tongue (English or French), a second Language, 
mathematics and natural sciences. 

In secondary general education you have a certain 
number of compulsory subjects such as tbe mother 
tongue and either English or French as a second 
language, mathematics, physical education and moral 
or religious education.

The list of current 
vocational education programs is long, but some of 
these subjects include electrotechnology, business 
techniques, technical drafting, printing and applied 
arts. 

Many provinces offer a variety of special educational 
services, such as adult education, particularly aduh 
literacy classes, and special attention is given to both 
slow learners and tbe exceptionally gifted. 

It’s a long story, education. Bas i cally it’s free until 
you get to the post-secondary level, and then the costs 
are reasonable and there is a whole selection of grants 
and scholarships to help you. tn Canadian education, 
however, one thing sticks out as exemplary, and that is 
the participation of tbe parents in the education of 
their children. 

When you come to Canada, make sure you have 
thoroughly understood the system. There are so many 
opportunities available for (mfereni areas of learning, 
that if you miss out, then it is simply because you 
weren’t informed. Your consultant should have all the 
information on where, what and how much. One thing 
for sure, you will have to look hard to find an 
education system as comprehensive as Canadian 
education.

RABAT, March 23, (Reuter): 
Morocco, its economy virtually 
back at square one after five 
years of austeri ty. is facing grow- 


ing pressure for political change. 

Opposition groups, embol- 
dened by democratic reforms in 
Algeria and Tunisia, have 
become more outspoken about 
what they see as the centre-right 
government's failure to make 
political and economic progress. 

“The current economic dead- 
end reflects at the end of the day 
the dead-end of democracy in 
Morocco,” the Arabic A1 Alam 
daily, mouthpiece of the old- 
guard nationalist Istiqial Party, 
said in an editorial last week. 

“The government persists in 
excluding all others (the opposi- 
tion) and pursues one-party 
politics,'' said A1 Ittihad A! Isb- 
tiraki, organ of the socialist 
union of popular forces. 

The government will shortly 
announce a new package or aus- 
terity measures after Die econ- 
omy, the 11th most heavily 
indebted in the Third World, hit 
new trouble last year. 

Despite high growth and low 
inflation in 1988, its fragile base 
was exposed when the country's 
three main sources of income — 


sales of phospfaa tes, tourism, and 
money from workers abroad — 
all fell off sharply. 


For most of the 1980s, 
Morocco had little trouble 
presenting itself as the most 
liberal country in North Africa, 
but towards the close of the 
decade political upheaval else- 
where in the Maghreb has made 
that image difficult to sustain. 

With Tl political parties and 
12 daily newspapers, the govern- 
ment boasted it was the only 
pluralist state m the region and 
one of the few in the Arab world. 


“In many ways they were 
right. Morocco has always had 
the trappings of a democracy, the 
institutions and so on, but they 
function in a very restricted 
way." one Western political 
ana’lyst told Reuters. 


Liberalisation in Tunisia, foll- 
owing the removal from power of 
Habib Bourguiba in November 
1987. and political freedoms 
offered in Algeria after youth 
riots in 1988 changed all that. 

Algeria, for years a bastion of 
austere one-party socialist rule, 
now has more political parties 
than Morocco. 


Jockeying for position ahead 
of Algeria's first multi-party 
elections since independence in 
1962. they make daily attacks on 
the government that make 
Morocco’s official opposition 
look tame, political analysis say. 

Lookingaround the Maghreb, 
Moroccan political groups have 
shown signs of growing 
impatience at their limited room 
for manoeuvre. 

In February lawyers and three 
human rights groups said torture 
and arbitrary arrests were wide- 
spread and called for a national 
human rights charter. 

There is little sign, however, of 
the authorities adopting a more 
flexible approach. 


UK inflation 
edges down 


LONDON, March 23, (Reuter): 
British inflation. Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher's public 
enemy number one, edged down 
in February to an annual rate of 
7.5 per cent but the trend was 
likely to be short-lived, govern- 
ment figures showed today. 

The retail price index, Britain's 
main measures of inflation, fell 
from 7.7 per cent in January. But 
the underlying rate, which 
excludes home loan repayments, 
rose to its highest level in seven 
years. 

“The position will worsen 
noticeably before it improves,” 
Chancellor of the Exchequer 
John Major said in Tuesday's 
budget speech. 

Thatcher's Conservatives are 
trailing the opposition Labour 
Party in opinion polls and lost a 
previously safe parliamentary 
seat in a by-election yesterday. 

Financial markets have said 
the budget was not tough enough 
to tackle inflation and the rate is 
bound to go up in the next few 
months as the latest round of 
home loan increases and budget 
rises in excise duties make then- 
impact. 
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BONN. March 23, ( Reuter): West Ger- 
many's opposition Social Democrats 
(SPD) stepped up their campaign 
against Chancellor Helmut Kohl s 
handling of German unification today, 
accusing him of planning secret tax 
rises to pay for it. 

SPD tax experts Ingrid Matthaeus- 
Maier said Kohl's centre-right coali- 
tion planned to boost government 
revenues through a rise in value added 
tax but would wait until alte* 
par liam entary elections in December 
so as not to lose votes. 


“Every day it becomes clearer that 
the government is preparing to deceive 
the voters,” she said in a statement. 

The West German SPD. alarmed by 
the unexpected defeat of its East Ger- 
man sister party in last Sunday’s East 
German elections, has seized on the 
likely cost of Kohl's German unity 
plans to ordinary taxpayers as a key 
issue on winch to attack him. 

Matthaeus-Maier said Kohl would 
raise value added tax on goods and 
services, to 16 per cent from 14 per cent. 

The government, which insists weal- 


thy West Germany can easily absorb 
the cost of currency union and eventual 
political unification with East Ger- 
many. denied that any tax increases 
were planned. 

“There are no plans to raise taxes, 
either this year or next year,” Finance 
Ministry spokesman Karlheinz von 
den Driesch told a news conference. 

Bonn plans to introduce the Deuts- 
chmark and extend its welfare system to 
East Germany, probably this summer, 
as a prelude to full political unification. 
West Germany has also promised to 


swap East Germans' savings at a one- 
to-one exchange rate, although one D- 
mark is unofficially worth five east 
marks. 

The government says it is not possi- 
ble to estimate reliably bow much these 
measures will cost West German tax- 


payers. 

But Elmar Pieroth. a West German 
politician likely to become East Ger- 
many's next economics minister, puts 
the initial annual cost to West Germany 
of unification at SO billion marks ($30 
billion).

Outlook for ’90 generally optimistic 


World trade tops 


$3,1 00b: study 


GENEVA. March 23, (Reuter): 
Global trade was worth a record 
53,100 billion last year, but it 
grew less rapidly than in 1988 
and seems set to slow further in 
1 990, the world trade forum Gan 
said in a preliminary estimate 
yesterday. 

The United States regained its 
place as the world's leading 
exporter after three years in 
second place behind West Ger- 
many. Japan retained third posi- 
tion. 

Trade volume in 1989 rose by 
an estimated seven per cent com- 
pared with 8.5 per cent in 1988. 
the report said. 

Although this was enough to 
push the total above 53,000 
billion for the first time, the rise 
in value at 7.5 per cent was 
almost half the rise of 14 per cent 
in 1988. it said. 

Galt added that the outlook 
for 1 990 was generally optimistic 
with no world recession in sight. 

But economic growth was 
expected to slow m advanced 
nations to just under three per 
cent, and the rise in trade volume 
could ease to between five to six 
per cent Even that rate would 


equal or exceed trade perfor- 
mance in seven of the past 10 
years. 

The forecasts were contained 
in a report by the secretariat of 
the 96-nation General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
(Gatt) based on data available in 
late February. The assessment is 
routinely updated later when 
fuller figures become available. 

Discussing the sharp slow- 
down of growth in value in 1989, 
the report said: “Higher 
petroleum prices and moderate 
inflation in the prices of most 
traded goods were offset by the 
deflationary valuation effect of 
the dollar’s appreciation against 
a number of currencies.” 

The report said no estimate 
was yet available of the value of 
world trade in commercial 
services such as shipping, passen- 
ger and port services, travel and 
other private services, but it 
seemed likely to be above 1988's 
$600 billion. 

Merchandise trade in 1989 
again expanded significantly fas- 
ter than world output, and this 
trend would continue in 1990. 

The report noted the value of 


world trade was below 52,000 
billion as recently as 1985, and 
the seven per cent volume 
increase in 1989 was the third 
largest duimg the 1980s. 

Industrialised countries made 
the strongest contributions, with 
manufactured goods accounting 
for 80 per cent of the total 
increase m merchandise trade 
volume. 

Exports by the United States 
and the 12-nation European 
Economic Community grew fas- 
ter than the world average, but 
Japan's rate fell below for the 
fourth successive year. 

Among the world’s 25 leading 
exporters, China, Mexico and 
Saudi Arabia all moved up two 
places to 14th, 20th and 24th 
respectively. In the import rat- 
ings South Korea climbed two 
spots to 13th position, and Fin- 
land jumped three to 25th. 

The Gatt report said that for 
the first time since 1985 the 
volume of developing countries 
exports failed to better the world 
average, although they were up 
in value by an estimated 12 per 
cent, due mainly to higher oil 
prices. 


The setback in volum e was due 
to export growth slowing down 
in a number of dynamic traders 
in Asia and Latin America. 

It was a dull year for the Soviet 
Union and its East European 
partners as their trade either 
declined or expanded at rates 
below the woria average, in some 
isntances for the third rates 
below the world average; in some 
instances for the third successive 
year, the report said. 

“The needed investments in 
infrastructure and plant and 
equipment will require increased 
imports of capital equipment 
and business services. More gen- 
erally, both the level and pattern 
of world trade will be affected as 
their trade with countries outside 
the Cmea (Comecon communist 
trade grouping) increases in 
importance.” 

The report said the Gail 
secretariat's generally optimstic 
outlook was qualified by concern 
that relatively little progress had 
been made in resolving debt 
problems of least developed 
countries, and persistent infla- 
tion in many parts of the world.

Asians selling unprofitable state firms to private investors 


KUALA LUMPUR, March 23, (AP): To 
many governments in the Asia-Pacific 
region, selling unprofitable, inefficient 
state companies to private investors 
seemed an ideal way to spur economic 
growth or reduce debt. 

The results have been mixed, and the 
process is not always smooth. 

In Indonesia, Finance Minister Johan- 
nes Sumartin has said 215 state companies 
were candidates for sale, joint ventures or 
liquidation, and in November listed 52 for 
sale. Critics include consumer activists, 
militant Muslims, intellectuals, co- 
operatives and the armed forces. 

President Corazon Aquino of the 
Philippines, who inherited an enormous 
debt and money-losing state companies in 
1 986, set about getting the government out 
of business. The asset privatization trust 
has sold off enterprises worth more than 
$400 million. 

Singapore's public sector divestment 
committee recommended in 1985 that 
more than 500 slate companies and auth- 


orities be sold. The tel eco mm unications 
authority, with a possible market 
capitalization equivalent to $5.4 billion is 


expected to be private and listed on the 
stock exchange 6y 1992 or 1993. 


Taiwan has plans to put 19 of its45 state 
enterprises in private hands. Aii 45 have 
more than 200,000 employees and account 
for up to 30 per cent of total output. 

In Pakistan, Prime Minister Benazir 
Bhutto said last year her country would 
follow Britain's lead in selling stock in 
state-run industries to achieve broad- 
based ownership. 

Japan started offering shares in the 
telecommunications giant Nippon 
Telegraph and Telephone for years ago. 

South Korea’s generally successful 
divestment programme includes the lar- 
gest steel producer, other manufacturers, 
banks, utilities aud trading firms. 

Nowwhere was the goal of privatization 
given greater priority than in Malaysia. 

Seven years after the programme was 
announced, however, only 21 government 


operations have gone private through 
direct sale of existing assets, public listting 
on the stock exchange, management con- 
tracts or temporary ownership arran- 
gements. 

They include the national airline, a lot- 
tery, public utilities, shipping companies, 
highway construction projects, a telev- 
ision station and the concern responsible 
for removing garbage from Kuala Lum- 
pur City Hall. 

•Plans call for electric power and the 
railroads to move toward private owner- 
ship this year. Senior officials talk for the 
first time, however, of poor progress, red 
tape, the need for a master plan and lack of 
enthusiasm among civil servants. 

“Lack of understanding of the policy” 
hampers privatization and it has not been 
carried out well. Finance Minister Dahn 
Zainuddin said. 

Too many civil servants are unsure of 
the objectives and methods, Daimsaidina 
recent speech, but “this problem is .being 
overcome. ...

Don't abandon the ship just be- 
cause the chances of avoiding a 
wreck are one in a hundred. You 
never know— every long shot has its 
day.' 

The bidding was short and rather 
aggressive. However, this hand is 
from a Swiss Team match, and 
South judged that a big swing was 
needed to reverse some earlier mis- 
fortunes. Thus, the blast into the 


spade slam had more to gain than to 
lose. 

West's trump lead made it look 
like the best chance for the con- 
tract— a 2-2 spade break— would 
gang agley, and so it proved when 
East discarded a club on the second 
round of trumps. After consider- 
able thought, declarer found a com- 
bination of cards that would allow 
the slam to sail safely into port. It 
would not take much — West had to 
hold exactly three hearts and both 
minor-suit kings! 

Declarer cashed the ace and king 
of hearts, sluffing a diamond from 
hand, then ruffed a heart. Next, he 
threw West in with a trump. 

The first lucky break occurred 
when West did not turn up with the 
outstanding heart as a safe exit. 
When West exited with a diamond 
(a club would have been no better), 
declarer played the queen from 
dummy and muttered a silent pray- 
er. All was well. The queen of dia- 
monds held, providing declarer with 
the entry to cash the table’s two 
good hearts for two club discards 
from hand. All that remained was to 
cash the ace of diamonds and ruff 
the diamond loser in dummy and 12 
tricks were in the bag.

Fernandez. 30, who now plays for Cannes, was 
named in a squad of 1 6 to meet Hungary in a friendly 
in Budapest next Wednesday. 

The robust Fernandez played a key role as ball- 
winner in thegreat French sides of the 1 980s when he 
teamed up with Platini, Alain Giresse and Jean 
Tigana lo form a magnificent midfield quartet. 

But his career has been troubled by injuries and 
disputes with his cl ubs over the past two years and he 
has twice been at the centre of highly-publicised 
rows in recent weeks. 

Piqued at being overlooked by Platini, he said in 
an interview he would refuse selection for France. 
Shortly after, he was banned from his club Cannes 
and told he would never play for them again — only 
to be reinstated a few days later. 

“He’s been playing well for nis club for some 
time,’’ Platini explained. “If be makes his mark and 


fits in with the squad, he will stay. If not, he will go 
back to Cannes. That’s the law of football. As a 
player I know Luis but not as a coach," 

Fernandez won the last of his 44 caps against

The 36 referees who will officiate at the finals 


have been summoned to an unprecedented three- 
day working session in Tirnnia, Italy next week 
to be given guidelines on the clamp down. 

Apart from instructions to show red card to 
players who tackle from behind, they wifi have 
specific orders to cut down on actions which 
could encourage crowd violence and on time 
wasting. 

Any player using “disproportionate or 
unnecessary strength" when committing a foul 
should be sent off automatically, they will be told.
